The storm of the last few days has 
had the effect of curtailing trade some- 
what. Oils are quiet with few changes. 
Paints are steady with increased firm. 
bess in one or two lines. Chemicals 
are unchanged and quiet. Petroleum 
has continued to advance. Dyes are 
fairly active. Drugs are moderately 
active in a jobbing way. 

oney shows more and more activity, 
and this week we had a return of the 
old rate of a commission plus the legal 
charge, which method of quoting it 
Was supposed had been relegated to 
limbo with the passage of the law 
abolishing restrictions as to call loans.

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THE RAILROADS AND FETROLEUM 
TRANSPORTATION. 


In the September number of the 
Petroleum Age, the editor in speaking 
of this question makes use of the fol- 

| lowing language. ‘The shipping in- 
| terests of an industry are similar to 
those of a nation ; if they are permit- 
ted to decline in favor of a few by or 
through neglect of the power that con- 
trols them, they soon loose their hold 
on the mind of the public.” It seems 
as though our contemporary while 
aiming to make his language indefin- 
ite had succeeded in making it ob- 
secure. Would nota definite and clear 
statement of the matter run somewhat 
as follows: the profits of an industry, 
like the prosperity of a nation, Jepend 
largely upon facilities for transporta- 
tion. If the railways which have con- 
trol of transportation are permitted 
to enter into a compact whereby they 
agree to give to a few individuals such 
rates of freight as_ will insure to 
such individuals a monopoly of cer- 
tain branches of industry, they will 
soon “‘loose the hold” of all competi- 
tors on such branches of industry, and 
by enriching such monopoly, eventu- 
ally lose their own hold On the earry- 
ing trade. 



















The railway companies are now 
willing and anxious to carry crude 
petroleum from the regions to the sea- 
board for 33 cents per barrel. In 1878 
the same roads were paying the Stan- 
dard Oil Company a drawback of 
about double that amount per barrel. 
Now, according to the Age, a new local 
transportation or pipe line company 
is “actually receiving the guarantee of 
the railroads that it shall be protected 
in its work,” while in 1878 the railway 
managers plainly told the competitors 
of the Standard Oil Company that 
they should not have the same rates 
as the Standard, even though they 
should agree to ship as large quanti- 
ties of oil over the road. This late 
attempt of the roads to get back a 
portion of the petroleum transporta- 
tion, to rebuild that which a few years 
since they took such pains to destroy; 
to re open the channels of prosperous 
trade which they through stupidity or 
venality had helped to obstruct, will 
probably meet with a very smail 
measure of success. Suppose the Mc- 
Calmont Storage Company ean trans- 
port 10,000 barrels of oil per day to the 
P. & E. Railway—we understand that 
it charges 20 cents per barrel pipeage, 
the freight to Cleveland, by rail, is 40 
cents per barrel from Warren, total 
cost to Cleveland refiner 60 cents per 
barrel.—How much less can the Stan- 
dard pump the oil through its own 
lines direct to Cleveland? Certainly 
enough less to make a fair business 
wargin on refining. If the new com- 
pany expects to transport its 10,000 bar- 
rels per day to the seaboard, will it 
not encounter the same difficulties 
that caused the Union pipe line to 
make terms with the Standard ? 


The Age says ‘‘ this is a move in the 
right direction, but is doubtless owing 
more to force of circumstances on the 
part of railroads than anything else.” 
We will watch, with pleasure, tbe ef- 
forts made to encourage, this ‘‘ move” 
and hope in future to see the Age grow 
more specific in its description of the 
evils which hamper the growth of the 
industry to which its columns are de- 
voted. The organization of the Mc- 
Calmont company and the guarantee 
of the railroads to protect it in its 
work may be ‘‘a strong indicatiou 
that the end of railroad manipulation 
by large corporations and influential 
individuals has approached,” but we 
fear that the virtuous resolution of the 
railway managers has come too late 
to be of any especial benefit in restor- 
ing to their companies the profitable 
business whieh they have lost. The 
Seaboard pipe lines are now establish- 
ed and can carry oil more cheaply than 
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the roads. The only way in which the 
roads can hope to get ashare of the 
transportation is through the building 
up of an vutside refining business and 
there is no encouragement for capital 
to go into refining so long as prices re- 
main at the mercy of the Standard. If 
the monopoly intends to increase the 
margin of profit to a point that would 
induce new capital to go into refining 
it surely counts upon being able to use 
such influence upon railway managers 
as will cause them to put roads and 
lines into a common pool, dividing the 
the “‘ business” with the roads in such 
way as will ‘‘ promote harmony among 
the trunk lines “ and at the same time 
‘“* protect the business of the Standard 
from injury by competition.”

THE TIDEWATER’S ENEYIES. 


We publish in another column the 
allegations of the amended bill filed by 
Mr. E. G. Patterson against the Tide- 
water Company. in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas of Crawford County. The 
allegations are entirely different from 
those filed in the original bill, and a 
preliminary injunction was granted by 
the Court. 

Shortly after the organization of the 
Tidewater, the outside refining interest 
on the seaboard which that line was 
built to supply, was bought up by the 
Standard at a high cost, for the pur- 
pose of dealing, as it hoped, a death- 
blow to this independent transporta- 
tion company, the existeace of which 
greatly strengthened the outside in- 
terests. Through these purchases the 
refining business of New York and 
Philadelphia was almost completely 
controlled by the Standard Oil Com. 
pany and, consequently, that Company 
became the only purchaser of crude 
brought to the seaboard. This neces- 
sitated the building of refineries of 
sufficient capacity to use the crude 
transported through the new line. 

In organizing the company the 
articles were made broad enough to 
cover this point. It may be fairly 
presumed that the managers of the 
company have carried on this portion 
of the business in such manner as is 
authorized by the articles o1 incorpora 
tion. 

In the original bill Mr. Patterson 
alleges that ‘‘the business should have 
been immensely profitable” and that 
the managers ‘“‘are seeking to buy the 
shares not controlled by themselves,” 
In the awended bill he alleges that the 
company has lost $600,000 in the pur- 
chase and refining of oil. Ashe has 
had no opportunity to examine the 
books we presume the parties who are 
backing him have furnished him with 
an estimate of the amount sunk, 

We have, on several ogcasions, called 
the attention of our readers to the 
the extremely low prices of refined oil 
this year, and have stated our belief 
that they were arbitrarily fixed by the 
Standard for the person of breaking 
down what little competition there was 
left. Weare satisfied that the Stand- 
ard bas made its best endeavor tu 
cause the Tidewater refineries to lose 
$600,000 and the wisdom of the Tide 
water parties has evidently saved thei. 
Knowing that crude petroleum could 
not be profitably produced at 50 cents 
per barrel the surplus of oil transport 
ed by the line has been held for the 
rise which was inevitable and which 
any long-headed man knew would 
more than cover the cost of storing in 
his own tanks. Tidewater certificates 
have not been flaunted in the face of 
the unwary ‘“piker” as a tempting 
bait, nor have they been manipulated 
by Standard brokers. 

The Tidewater Company has been 
in existence about four years ; Mr. Pat- 
terson says they have taken $40,000 in 
salaries from the treasury. We have 
understood that the Hon. J. N. Cam- 
den received a salary of $20,000 per 
annum as President of two companies. 
both Standard, and at the same time 
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had leisure enough to attend to the 
duties of United States senator, to say 
nothing about his services as railway 
director and president of a National 
bank. We thiuk the amount abstract- 
ed from the treasury for salaries by the 
Tidewater officials is quite moderate. 
The company will probably be able to 
show cause why a receiver should not 
be appointed to take charge of and 
wind up its affairs. We trust Mr. 
Patterson’s stock in the concern will 
not have to be assessed to make good 
the loss he imagines they have sustain- 
ed by purchasing, storing and refining 
oil. 
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THE ARTIFICIAL PROPAGATION 
OF SPONGES. 


Nearly a year ago we gave a descrip- 
tion of a handsome sample of Florida 
sheep’s wool sponge, the result of arti- 
ficial propagation, which the grower 
had sent from Florida to Messrs. Me- 
Kessun & Robbins of this city. The 
matter attracted very wide interest 
both by reason of the novelty of the 
experiment, and the industrial revolu- 
tion which its success made possible. 
The same firm is now exhibiting four 
new samples of this variety of sponge, 
grown from cuttings planted by a gen- 
tleman interested in the Florida 
sponge fisheries, and sent to them as 
further evidence of the practicability 
of artificial propagation. Their re- 
presentative at Key Westin forwarding 
the specimens gives the following par- 
ticulars as to their growth. 


We now have the pleasure of sending you four 
samples of cultivated sponges; The smallest 
sample was planted Dec. 8th, 1881, but it was 
planted in a small bight or cove, where there was 
little or no ¢ide hence its small size, and sickly 
appearance. 

Tne other three sanples were planted Dec. 7th, 
18831, and when planted were as small as the 
sickly looking. sample, except the one that was 
planted on the stick,which was a little larger than 
the others, but they were planted in a pretty 
good tide way. ‘I'wo of these samples were at. 
tached to the bottom by wires, the third sample 
was fastened to the bottom with a stick, which 
we send with the samples, and you will notice the 
hole through the center of this sample, where 
the stick was. 

You of course noticed that the samples we 
sent in alcohol, had a black coating over tham, 
In cutting for planting, this coating is interfered 
with, and some of it removed by the cutting. 
The person who has been experimenting with 
these samples says, it takes fully fuur months for 
sponges to recover from the cutting, and regain 
this black coating on the outside which seems 
necessary to their growth. He saw all these 
samples about four mouths ago, and at that time 
they were no larger than when planced, and not 
thoroughly covered wjth the black coating,s» we 
mizht say three of these samples haves grown 
Jour times as large as they were four months 
ago. 

The sample grown on the stick was not cut at 
the time of planting, as it was very smull, just 
large enough to stick the stick through without 
bursting the sponge, 

Owing to the fact that our coast from Key 
West to Cape Florida is being almost dally ex- 
amined by spungers in every novk and corner 
for sponges, it was found very difficult to get a 
place to pliant a sponge bed where they would 
rewain unmolested, and when a place was fou .d 
where it was supposed none of the sponge boats 
would visit, the place lacked a good stroug tide, 
whi.h is necessary to the rapid growtu of 
sponges. 

If he succeeds in getting a grant and protec- 
tion from our State, he says be van make a per- 
fect success of sponge culture by selecting a 
plice in a good strong tide-way and bottom suit- 
able for the business, 

The three largest samples were planted 
about two aad a half feet of water (low tide); 
the small sample was planted in one foot of 
water (iow tide). Tue grower has promised to 
yet us one or two more samples twu or three 
months hence, when they will be very much 
larger. He planted 216 samples 1 ecember 7th 
aad 8th, 1881, All these samples were planted 
on rocky buttom, with a thin mud covering, say 
about four inches thick. 

We have heurd nothing from our other friend, 
Sing’eton, who engage’ io this business some 
time ago. You will remember he gave us a fine 
sample that we sent you. 


The largest of these samples is about 
four inches in diameter, the others are 
a trifle less excepting the small one 
which was not planted in a favorable 
location, and is still the size ef the 
original cuttings, about an inch in 
diameter at the base and somewhat 
cone-shaped. The progress made by 
these sponges was not so rapid as that 
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of the sample exhibited a year ago, 
which in seven month’s growth became 
fully twice the size that these speci- 
mens have attained in nine months. 
This is accounted for, however, by the 
fact that the first cuttings were planted 
in more favorable waters, Even at the 
rate of growth which the later samples 
have maintained, the practicability of 
this method of stocking our rapidly 
exhausting sponge fisheries is fully de- 
monstrated, and we can foresee an im- 


portant industry, the outgrowth of 


these successful experiments.

STATE INSPECTION OF PETROLEUM 


We do not wish to enter into a war 


of words with our contemporary, The 
Sanitary Engineer, upon the subject 
of petroleum inspection. Our criticism 
of the new law has not been in the 
interest of any one’s cup and words 
used by our contemporary to convey 
the impression that we are ‘‘ wedded 
to any tester” would be better em- 


" ployed in answering our points. 


Is there any excuse for the passage 
of a law forbidding the manufacture, 
sale and use of a certain kind of il- 
luminating oil, except ‘for the pur- 
pose of protecting the public health?” 
The state has taken upon itself the 


office of deciding for the consumer 


what kind of oil he shall use. Having 
decided that all oils which give off an 
inflammable vapor which will flash at 
a temperature below. 100 deg. Fahr. 
endanger the public health, all such 
oils ‘‘are fairly presumed to be danger- 
ous” and their use is forbidden under 
penalty of fine and imprisonment. If 
the state has any right to forbid the 
use of such oils it has the right to 
create such offices as shall be needed 
to effectually protect the public. What 
cause has a public analyst to “suspect” 
that any given oil is dangerous, until 
after it has proven itself so by destruc- 
tion of life or property? In every case 
where laws regulating the use of oil 
have been passed, which threw the 
responsibility of testing upon the con- 
sumer, the laws have been ignored. 
This was effectually demonstrated in 
the State of Tennessee which, for years, 
had upon its statutes a law imposing 
a@ penalty of fine and imprisonment 
upon those who sold or used an oil 
that would take fire below a tem- 
perature of 120 deg. Fahr., when a 
light was applied to its surface. The 
law made no provision for the appoint- 
ment of Inspectors and was practically 
a dead letter until an amendment was 
made providing for the inspection of 
all oil offered for sale in the State. 

‘*A house-to-house inspection,” which 
is the only way in which the protection 
could be made effective under the 
present law would be an insufferable 
nuisance as well as an expense beyond 
the means provided for the execution 
of the law. 

The fixing of a standard of safety 
and the choice of a tester are two 
separate and distinct matters. As we 
stated in the beginning of this contro- 
versy, an oil-tester is not an instrument 
for determining what kind of oil is safe 
to burn in a lamp, but is made and 
used for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the oils offered for sale come 
up to any given standard of safety 
which has been ascertained by other 
means. The oil-tester which, under 
constant conditions that can be ac- 
curately regulated, gives results neareat 
to uniformity, is the best oil-tester, no 
matter what the standard of safety 
may be. The merits of an oil-tester as 
an instrument for the inspector’s use 
have no relation whatever to “the 
lowest flashing point of a safe oil.” It 
is a fact within the knowledge of every 
refiner, with any practical experience, 
that refined petroleum gives off an in- 
flammable vapor at ordinary tem- 
peratures, and the fact was also demon- 
strated by experiments. made by the 
U. 8, Light-House Board in 1875. The 


safety of a burning oil, therefore, is 
not determined by finding the lowest 
temperature at which it will emit 
vapor. Take, for instance, an oil that 
will stand 175 deg. F. fire-test in the 
old-fashioned open cup; at 170 deg. it 
will give a flash which practically ap- 


plies a flame to the entire surface of. 


the oil in the cup and yet does not 
ignite it. Take a saucer and fill it with 
the oil, place a wad of paper in the 
centre of it and ignite the paper, the 


oil will burn from the paper just as it 


would from a large wick ; take a spoon 


and ladle the oil from the saucer upon 
the burning wick and see how readily 


and effectually the flame is - extin- 


guished. You may pour the oil upon 
the flame in as small a stream as pos- 
sible from the spoon, the fire is promptly 
extinguished. The writer has taken an 
ordinary tea saucer filled it half-full 


with oil of 120 deg. fire test and 45 deg. 


gravity, placed a paper wick in the 
centre set fire to it and allowed it to 
burn until the surface of the sur- 


rounding oil was heated to the point 
at which it took fire, then, when the 


entire surface of the 120 deg. oil was 


blazing, he has poured in a small 
stream from a common 4 oz. sample 
bottle, 175 deg. fire-test oil of 47 deg. 


gravity, round and round upon the 
blazing oil until it was entirely extin- 


guished. Such experiments as these, 
we claim, will satisfy anyone who 


makes them as to what kind of oil is 


safe to burn. 

‘We repeat our former assertion that 
the investigation of Dr. Elliott and the 
invention of his cup gave the Legis- 
lature no information to guide them in 
fixing a standard of safety; that his 
objections to the Saybolt cup and the 
Tagliabue city cup were flimsy pretexts, 


and that his ignoring the matter of 


fire-test as one not worthy of investi- 
gation or experiment proves that he 
either did not understand the subject 


in hand or was simply trying to show 


the necessity of adding one more to 
the list of testers, which, one would 
imagine, was already sufficiently long. 

The English law and the German 
law specify the Abel tester as the in- 
strument to be used. We think the 
State of New York might safely have 
followed the usual course in this mat- 
ter, for it might possibly be as difficult 
to change the dicision of the Board of 
Health as it would to get an amend 
ment of the law.

IMMENSE EXTENSION OF THE OIL 
FIELD. 


Just as the producer of petroleum is 
about to congratulate himself upon 
the near approach of “dollar oil” he 
is startled by the announcement that 
500,000 square miles of new territory 
have been discovered. The journals of 
the region have been scolding the 
‘* wildcatter ” for seeking to add a few 
acres to his possessions. Prominent 
among those who have been denounc- 
ing the “‘ pioneer,” who sighs for new 
fields in which to bounce the drill, is a 
centain ‘“‘monthly magazine devoted 
to the interests of the petroleum 
trade.” The ‘‘ trade” may very prob- 
ably find fault with this magazine for 
injudiciously publishing the discovery 
of such an enormous extension of the 
productive field, when those who are 
in the trade are about ready to wade 
out of ‘“‘slough of despond.” The ed- 
itorial scissors should have clipped the 
pregnant passage from the article in 
which it appears and editorial pru- 
dence should have reserved it until 
consumptive demand had emptied the 
capacious tanks at Olean and Tuna 
Creek of their oleaginous contents and 
greedily called for more. 

This wonderful discovery was made, 
apparently, by accident. The maga- 
zine is publishing a series of articles on 
‘‘petroleum,” the writer whereof, 
wearied with plodding along the 
beaten path of historical narration, 


made a short excursion into the 
domain of theoretic geology. He had 
just stepped into this new field and 
rubbed his eyes to be sure he was 
awake when he‘'struck it rich.” We will 
give his own description of the ‘‘find,” 
which we presume has not been embel- 
lished it its passage through the hands 
of the editor. ‘‘It seems that. the 
great OIL TRACK extends much further 
than most people believe. Its cireum- 
position has been thought of by few. 
Could a perfect circle be traced around 
the globe it is not improbable that oil 
could be obtained on it at various 
points. not yet dreamed of. The 
agencies, in} the construction of the 
earth, that combined to produce the 
rock and the substance it contains in 
Pennsylvania, were certainly perform- 
ing duty in other parts of the world, 
in the same circle or zone.” 

The circumference of the globe, we 
believe, is about 25,000 miles, assuming 
the belt or zone to be 20 miles wide we 
have half a million square miles of 
‘*rock and the substance it contains.” 
If it is safe to assume that ‘‘the 
agencies” did their work as well ‘‘all 


the way round” as they did in Penn- 


sylvania, the probable contents of 
the zone. in barrels, may be figured up 
by anyone who has leisure and a good 
supply of pencils. 

The process of reasoning by which 
the existence of this great ‘oil track ” 
around the globe is established is not 
new, although it is not recognized as 
legitimate by any writer on logic since 
the days of Aristotle, It consists in 
drawing a conclusion from a single 
premise. Because the sand-rocks con- 
taining oil in the Alleghany Coal Basin 
form a belt which is, in a rough way, 
parallel with the Alleghany range, 
which runs approximately at an angle 
of 45 deg. across the continent, there- 
fore, the same belt extends in the same 
direction clear around the globe; q.e.d. 

This style of drawing a conclusion 
reminds us of the ancient theory that 
the heavenly bodies must move in 
circles because the circle was the per- 
fection of form. We know of no other 
reason why “the agencies, in the con- 
struction of the earth” should work 
in circles; this species of argument, 
however, is so antiquated that it is 
doubtful whether any one but its dis- 
coverer will ever believe in ‘‘ the cir- 
cum position of the great oiltrack. ¢

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THE FUTURE OF ANILINE §vp. 
PLIES. 


The growing scarcity of benzoles in 
Europe has forecast for many months 
an unavoidable advance in the price 
of aniline colors. The tar from the 
gas works throughout Europe has been 
utilized in the production of aniline 
base, and vast as is the product which 
they afford, it now fails to supply a 
quantity sufficient to meet the demand 
for these colors. The rise which has 
occurred in aniline oil here and abroad 
during the last two months has been 
the direct result of a diminished sup. 
ply, and the question of obtaining suf- 
ficient quantities in future to keep 
pace with the evident possibilities of 
the increasing demand is a serious one, 
The supply of tar is said to be rather 
diminishing than increasing abroad, a 
fact that is due in some measure 
to the introduction of the elec- 
tric light, which has curtailed the 
consumption of gas to only a 
limited extent, possibly, but has had 
some effect upon the quality of the tar 
that has been produced, by reason of 
the economy which its competition has 
forced upon the gas makers. Aniline 
makers are looking more and more to 
America as a source of benzole, but as 
yet its production here is an unim- 
portant scale as compared with the con- 
sumption. The impetus which has 
lately been given to the aniline in- 
dustry here, slight though it is, would 
be aided probably by a continued 
scarcity of benzole abroad. The manu- 
facture of aniline oil is, as the rule, a 
separate industry from the manv- 
facture of coiors, and the former will 
have, in a measure, to precede the lat- 
ter here. Thus far we have depended 
upon foreign makers of oil, and we 
fancy that more attention will have to 
be given here to the production of 
benzole and aniline oil before 
the production of colors will make 
great progress in this country even 
under the encouragement which our 
present heavy duty on cclors affords. 


SPECULATION IN PARIS: GREEN. 


The profits made by dealers in Paris 
green last year were very large and we 
doubt if any previous season brought 
greater remuneration to those who 
made it their business to distribute the 
insecticide to the farmers. The manu: 
facturers claim to have had buta 
small share of these profits, for, al- 
though they sold more green than they 
had in any season preceding the last 
they say there was so much competi- 
tion and such a large quantity was 
produced that prices were kept down 
to a point which left only a small mar- 
gin between the cost of production 
and the selling price. One reason 
assigned for the low prices which pre 
vailed throughout last season was that 
the manufacturers, having for some 
reason gained the impression that the 
bugs would not be so plentiful as in 
past years, took contracts early in the 
fall for spring delivery, and conse- 
quently when the demand from con- 
sumers actually set in, they found 
themselves unable to take advantage 
of it to reap large profits as they had 
formerly done. That was left for the 
dealers, who had speculated on such @ 
demand and were ready to meet it, 
making their own prices. If this was 
really the case it seems strange, that 
with the experience of last season still 
fresh in their minds manufacturers 
should be willing at this early date to 
sell contracts for next spring delivery. 
as we are informed some of them have 
done within the past week or two. 4 
solution of this seeming incongruity 
might be found in the fact that manu 
facturers made more money on grees 
last year than they are ready to admit, 
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or it may be, and we think this sur- 
mise nearer correct, that Paris green 
is being used as a “‘ leader” for the in- 
troduction of more profitable goods. 
A few years ago, when Paris green 
was selling at about 16 1-2c, manufac- 
turers found it necessary to make an 
agreement among themselves not to 
sell green for forward delivery as they 
were thereby losing all the profits 
while the dealer reaped all the benefits. 
It must be, therefore, that as Paris 
green cannot be made to day much, if 
any, cheaper than it could be a year or 
two ago the manufacturers find it more 
to their interest to let their customers 
have it in the fall instead of compelling 
than to wait until the spring demand 
from consumers begins.

Where vermilionette of good quality is pro- 
perly applied it stands very well indeed; it 
should always be varnished except for inside 
work. The yellow of the varnish destroys or in- 
tercepts the actinic rays of thesun. We have 
made sundry tests with our own make, and have 
now in our possession a board half of which was 
painted with genuine vermilion and the other 
half with genuine vermilionette (which latter 1s 
avery near match). This board has been ex- 
posed to daylight for nearly two years without 
any apparent change. In this case the board is 
varnished. We decidedly agree with you in 
your opinions as to adulteration, and although 
we are obliged to make lower qualities invari- 
ably recommend our customers to use the “gen- 
uine” or unadulterated article.

The Menhaden Question. 


Boston, Sept. 21, 1882, 
Edi/or Ow, Paint AND DrueG REPORTER: 

Recognizing the justice of the other side of the 
menhaden question shown in your issue of Sep- 
tember 20, I desire to call your attention to this 
aspect of the case, which you may or may not 
care to investigate. 

Other means are employed for the catch of 
menhbaden than deep sea or off shore fishing by 
steamers. I refer tothe catch of gravid fish in 
the spring of the year by wires and seine?, the 
latter used by steamers along the shore of and 
off the entrance to the bays which were the 
spawning grounds of these fish. In these traps 
are caught what may be called an inconsiderable 
number of food fishes, but they are mostly gravid 
and represent potentially millions of what would 
be a part of gur fish supply. Take one example, 
Buzzards Bay formerly teemed with herring,scup, 
weak fish, tautog,e/ id omne genus. Now arunof 
fish which occasioned no surprise years ago, 


within ten years, would be phenomenal, and the 
catch of food fish has become very scanty 
in this once famous ground. This year, thanks 
to a break in the wires during the early spring, 
there was a marked increase in fish of all 
kinds. 

I beg also to submit that the fact that millions 
are invested in any industry is no argument 
against the more potent one of pro bono publico. 
Petroleum caused the death of the whale fish- 
eries. Who objected! Bulk transportation of 
the gunnybag business, steamships of sail.

Window 6lass Interests. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 22, 1882, 
Editor Ow, Paint AND Drue REportTER: 

Inyour number of September 20 we notice 
an article on domestic window glass, which is 
so replete with misstatements that we wonder a 
journalethat we presume desires to be accurate, 
could publish it. 

We do not believe you can verify the statement 
‘that assurances are given by several New Jer- 
sey factories that they will blow in this week-” 
On the contrary all are pledged to the reverse. 

As to wages conceded in the West, the best 
manufacturers there protest against it as unfair, 
and not justified by the business, or leaving mang 
nfacturers in a position to compete with foreign, 
and yet they concede, rather than a strike, wha? 
they generally admit cannot be afforded. As I 
have letters to prove the above there can be no 
mistake. 

Your other remarks about the labor here is as 
erroneous as above; and the expression of opin- 
ion as to quality compared with Pittsburgh make 
isso much at varience with what would natu- 
rally be expected of the older and more experi- 
enced makers, as well as from the knowledge 
that Eastern glass,competing more directly witb 
French, is held far nearer to that standard than 
Western makes; so that we know concerns in 
the business, who always sell in the Western 
market a quality lower of Eastern sortings, 
which are accepted by the best buyers as being 
as good as the Western of a higher mark. 

It has been asserted that ‘Eastern men were 
generally going to work,” while on the contrary 
everyone of them is refusing to pay an advance 
over last year’s wages, because it cannot be 
afforded. 

If at any time you desire accurate information 
I will be happy to give it; and if you wis): your 
paper to make a fair statement you will not py b- 
lish from either side without verification \ ith 
the other.

LEGAL NOTES. 


Where it is agreed in a mortgage to keep the 
property insured, the policy to te made payable 
to the mortgagee, the rights of the mortgagor 
under prior policies will cnure to the mortgagee, 
except as against the rights of persons who have 
a previous claim, in the opinion of the Supreme 
Court of Minnesota, in Ames vs. The Northwest- 
ern Manufacturers’ Mutual Insurance Company, 
decided in July. 


A copartnership was dissolved, and notice of 
the dissolution was mailed to the persons who 
were dealing or who had dealt with the firm. 
The remaining partner continued business in 
the firm name, and had the note signed in the 
firm name discounted by the bank with which 
they had done business, The bank had no notice 
of the dissolution when it discounted the notes. 
In an action to recover on the notes—National 
Shoe and Leather Bank vs. Heraz—the Court of 
Appeals of New York, in June, decided that the 
retiring partner was liable thereon. 


A contract was made with the master of a ves- 
sel for fitting out, victualling and repairing the 
same, and-the owner was sued therefor, Wil- 
liams vs. Windley. The Supreme Court of North 
Carolina, at its present term, decided, through 
the Chief Justice (Smith): The contract made 
by the master, and which personally binds him, 
binds the owner also, unless it is manifest that 
the credit was given to the one exclusive of the 
other, and “so the mere fact that the repairs are 
made, or the supplies furnished, either in the 
home port or in a foreign country, at the request 
of the master, will be sufficient to charge him, 
but will not discharge the owner, unless such in- 
tent is manifest ; nor will any private agreement 
between them as to how these expenses are to be 
met, or for whose use the ship is to be run, vary 
the rights of third persons.”

The Phillips Bros., gas well near Butler, on the 
McJunkin farm, at 1,000 feet is said to be the 


heaviest gas weil ever struck. 


The Russelburg yenture is practically a dry 
hole; as the drill has reached a depth of 1650 


feet without finding sand or oil. 


The Forest Oil Company’s new well on lot 611, 
Cherr, Grove is reported to have started off at 


700 barrels, much larger than was anticipated. 


The Market & Painter wells on lot 635, and 
Murphy No. 4 on 646, have st» pped flowing. The 
Forest Oil Company’s new well on 611 is drop- 


ing off slightly though still doing well. 


The Morck wildcat well near Corydon, Elk 
Township, is down neurly 2100 feet without any 
showing of oil. This seems to destroy all hope 


of an extension of the Clarendon belt. 


Reports of the declining and stoppage of 
Cherry Grove wells continue to come in. Owners 
have almost abandoned the use of torpedoes, 


and will have to depend upon the pump. 


Allen & Co. are drilling a test well on lot 212, 
Warren county, which should be in the sand 

* some time next week. This venture need not be 
feared by the trade, as it is surrounded by dry 


holes and gas wells. 


Many of the operators at Cherry Grove are 
trying to cause their wells to flow by agitating 


the fluid in them but obtain no permanent bene- 


fit from it as the wells stop flowing as soon as 


the agitation ceases. 
Tne Pétroleum Age for September presents to 


its readers a map of that section of Forest county 
which is supposed to be the coming oil terri- 


tory, although as yet, nothing definite can be 
stated as to its possibilities. 


Morck & Faiconer’s test on the west end of 
warrant 5,548, has been abandoned at a depth of 


1,980 feet, as a dusterof the worst kind. They 


found neither oilor anything like sand. They 


are engaged in pulling the casing. 


On Monday, the 18th, the sales on the different 
Oli Exchanges exceeded the gross amount of 
stocks in the region. They aggregated 32,446,000. 
It is useless to add these were the largest by 
many millions in the history of the trade. 


Lee Bean, of Greenville, has closed a contract 


with F. Titus, of Tryonville, for the drilling of 


three oil wells—one ineach of Athens, Steuben 
Troy townships in Crawford county. The wells 
are to becompleted inside of fourmonths. This 
is being done with a view to thoroughly testing 
the territory for oil, 


Among the reasons offered for the break in the 
crude market is an alleged scarcity of money. 
The money market is said to be “tight” and 
charges at Oil City and other points in the region 
are high for carrying. He who undertakes to 
gamble in oil certificates needs to be well sup- 
plied with ready cash. 


The Balltown well is said to be doing about 55 
barrels per day. The sand in this well is found 
at the depth of 1727 feet, a considerable distance 
below Cherry Grove sand. The oil resembles 
that found in the old Mahoopany well; The well 
is in the top of the sand and is more threatening 
than any other well in the country. 


The Standard Oil Company wants to lay an- 
other pipe line through the streets of Cleveland, 
the capacity of the present one being insufficient 
to bring all the company’s crude oil from the 
Pennsylvania regions. This would seem to set at 
naught the rumor that the Standard will in time 
remove most of its works and its offices to New 
York. 

It is stated that a large amount of money has 
been advanced by Russell Sage and another 
money king te relieve the stringency of the 
money market in the oilregion. It is also freely 
stated that the banks of the region had com- 
bined to squeeze the operators by declining to 
carry their certificates, hence the necessity for 
calling for outside assistance. 

The Pittsburgh Commercial Gazette says there is 
good authority for the statement that an uttempt 
is to be made to corner oil on a big scale. About 
12,000,000 of barrels have already been bought 
and taken out of the market. Heavy buyers out- 
side of the pool hold several millions of barrels 
and it is said the present break is for the purpose 
of shaking out weak holders. 


Lightning struck the pipe line on the Richard- 


son farm, near Richburg, last week, burning Russ 


Brother's rig and a 1200 barrel tank. The burn- 
ing fluid ran down bill, destroying six rigs, 6000 


barrels of wooden tankage and 5v00- barrels of 


oil. The losses were as follows: Foreman and 
the Union Oil Company, $3600; Miner & Well- 
man, $2000; Ross Brothers, $900; T. J. Vander- 
grift, $1800. 

At Cherry Grove there is not a well drilling 
through the centre of the field from north to 
south. On lot 610 two wells ure drilling, none 
on lots 619, 629 and 635, three on lot 636, tive on 
lot 658, seven on lot 672 and four on 646.

A new bill has been filed versus the Tidewater 
Pipe Company, limited, at the suit of E. G. Pater- 


son.

Anew wildcat well is now been started on 
Warrant 5,503, Forest county, on what Is known 
as the Hawkins pruperty, This venture is to be 
a “mystery.” It is located on a line lately sur- 
veyed from Clarion county through to Sheffield 
and Foxburg This test well will be located in 
an old well, or hole, previously drilled for the 
Clarendon sand, which was found but proved to 
be dry.

It will when complete undoubtedly be 
used as a feeler on the market. 


About midnight on Friday a large log was car- 
ried down aswollen stream near Oa<land, Bergen 
County, on the line of the New York, Susque- 
hanna and Western Railroad, aud struck two 
pipes of the Standard Oil Company wuich crossed 
the stream, snapping them like pipe-stems. Tue 
oil continued flowing, and in a few hours thous- 
ands of galluns had escaped into the stream and 
the surrounding overflowed meadows. Passen- 
gers on the railroad yesterday morning gazed 
with astcnishment upon acres of ground covered 
with fioating oil. The news caused much appre- 
hension at Paterson, as it was feared the vil 
would be carried into the Passaie River and pol- 
lute the water supply of the city.

In the case of E. G. Patterson vs. the Tide- 
water Pipe Line Company the Court of Common 
Pleas of Crawford County granted a preliminary 
injunction restraining the negotiation of the 
mortgage bonds authorized by that company, 
and also granted a rule to show cause why a re- 
ceiver should not be appointed to take charge of 
and wind up the affairs of the company. The 
rule is to be heard at an early day. The mana- 
gers of the company are James R. Keene, 
Franklin B. Gowen, B D. Benson. R. B. Hopkins 
and A. E. Perrin. The bill filed alleges that the 
managers have conducted the buiness illegally 
and for theirown benefit, to the extent of em- 
barrassing the company if not rendering insol- 
vent; that they have taken $40,0U0 frum the 
treasury in the shape of salaries, contrary to 
an agreement that no salaries should be paid; 
that they have, by illegal agreements, secured to

Flaxseed Regulations. 

The following are the regulations govern- 
ing the grading and storage ot flacseed, 
which were adopted by the Chicugo Board 
of Trade, August 11th, ult., and a portion 
of which we published in a previous issue. 


Section 1. Grades of Flax Seed shall 
be as follows: 

Number One.— All dry, sound, and sweet, 
slightly blighted, or stained seed, not 
weighing less than fifty pounds of pure 
seed to the measured bushel, and not con- 
taining more than fifteen per cent of im- 
purity or foreign matter, shall be Number 
One. 

Regected.—May be slightly damp, un- 
sound, blighted or musty seed, and yet fit 
to store, and may contain over fifteen per 
cent ot impurity or foreign matter. 

No Grade.—Warm, mouldy, musty, wet 
or light trashy seed, or any seed unfit for 
storage shall be known as No Grade. 

Section 2. In inspecting Flax Seed in 
bulk on cars, samples shall be taken by 
the Inspector, from at least six different 
places or pai ts of the car, in manner as fol- 
lows: A genred screw sampler shall be pas- 
sed through the seed to the bottom of the 
bottom of the cir, drawing therefrom each 
time the full capacity of the sampler, 
(about two quarts). One gill from each of 
the sumjles thus taken being thoroughly 
mixed with each other, shall be deemed u 
fair sample of the car. 

SEction 3. The grade, (whether in bulk 
or bags) shall be determined, while the 
snmple is being taken, and a card plainly 
stating the grade, shall be placed upon the 
door ot the car, 

Section 4. In testing seed, one pound 
shall be taken from the sample obtained as 
set forth in sections 2, 6 and 7, and th: 
impurities or foreign matter therein, shall 
be separated from the Flax Seed, as nearly 
as practicable, by the use of sieves, one 
with meshes 3x16 and the other with meshes 
16x16. The percentage of impurity or 
foreign matter thereby obtained, and the 
weight per measured bushel of pure seed, 
shall be ascertained, by the use of suitable 
testing scales. Then the two parts shall be 
mixed with each other again, and preserved 
by the inspector for sixty days, in such 
manner that the lot of seed which it re- 
presents can be determined. The unused 
portion of the sample shall be kept two 
days by the inspector, subject to the order 
of the owner. 

Section 5. It shall [{% he duty of the 
inspector to issue to the owner, agent, or 
consignee, a certificate of any seed in- 
spected by him, which certificate shall 
plainly state the date of sp3:tion, how 
received or shipped, naming rvad or vessel, 










number of car and initial letter, name of 
warehouse delivering, gra‘le, percentage 
of impurity or foreign matter, weight of 
pure seed per measured bushel, and if 
delivered to car or vessl, the quantity of 
gross seed. 

Srction 6. Upon notification of owner 
or consignee of Flax Seed in bags, the in. 
spector shall inspect same in manner ag 
tollows: One gill of average quality shall be 
taken from each bag as emptied, and the 
whole being thoroughly mixed, he shall 
take theretrom three pounds, which shal] 
be deemed a fair average sample of the lot, 

Section 7. The inspection of Fiax Seeq 
from elevator or warehouse shall be made 
by the use of a trier such as is commonly 
used in inspecting grain; a sample shall be 
taken from the ship i1ag scale hopper, when 
practicable, of exch draught as weighed, 
and in such a way as shall give a fair 
average sample of the seed. From thege 
samples so taken, after being thuroughly 
m:xed together, shall be saved an average 
sample suitable for testing. 


Section 8. The inspector shall post daily 
on ‘‘Change” a report of all seed inspected 
within the twenty-four hours preceding. 
Such report shall state how received or 
shipped, naming road, number and initial 
letters of car, name of boat or vessel, test, 
grade, and if below No. 1, reasons therefor, 

Section 9. Fees.—The fees for inspection 
to be paid by the seller shall be as follows; 
Each car or part of car inspected into ware. 
house, sixty cents. Kach car or part of car 
inspected out of warehouse, thirty cente, 
From warehouse other than car lois, forty 
cents per thousand bushels. If in bags, 
and sampled by order of parties interested, 
with a seed trier, one dollar per car. But 
if each bag is required to be opened and 
sampled with a large grain trier, by passing 
down through center ot the bag, two cents 
per bag. 

Srction 10. Any person interested shall 
have the right of appeal from the decision 
of vhe inspector to the committee on Flax 
Seed inspection, by giving notice in writ 
ing and paying to the secretary of the 
Board five dollars for each aud every case 
appealed. If the inspectiun is sustained 
the five dollars shall be paid to the com- 
mittee; if not sustained, then to be re 
turned. If practicable the committee shall 
examine the seed upon which appeul has 
been taken. If not practicable, the in- 
spector shall furnish sample taken by him. 

Section 11. ‘The Bvard of Trade, in 
establishing the regulations fur the im 
spection of Flax Seed, and appointing an 
inspector thereof, assumes no liavility or 
respunsiliity for errors in judgment or 
otherwise on the part of the inspector. 

Section 12. All former regulations for 
the inspection of Flax Seed are hereby 
repealed: provided, such r peal shall in no 
wise iffect seed in store, or contracts made 
under reyulitions Lerely repealed, 

Yhe following »menaments were mede 
to the -ection of the rules concerning, the 
“requirements for grain wurehouses;” to 
article 5 the words ‘“‘and flaxseed” were in- 
serted after giaii wherever the same 0c 
curs, and articles 7 and 8 were added. 

By article 7 proprietors or managers of 
warehouses storing flaxseed are required to 
promptiy advise tue trade by proper pab- 
lication of any « amage to secd veld in store 
by them, whenever such damage shall 
occur to un ext' nt that will render them ul- 
willing to purchase aud withdraw from 
store, at their own cost, all such damaged 
seed, 

Article 8 reads, *‘In the delivery of Flax 
Seed from elevatur or warehouse, the quat- 
tity of gross seed covered by the warehouse 
receips, shall be delivered, and any excess 
or deficiency between the quantity of net 
or pure seed so delivered, and the quantity 
of uet or pure seed covered by the ware 
house receipt, shall be paid for to or by 
(as the case may be) the elevator or ware 
house proprictor or manager at the averagé 


market price of the day of delivery.

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The Phosphate Beds of South Carolina. 


In the October number of the Popular Monthly, 
Miss Jennie Haskell has an interesting account 
of her visit to the phosphate fields. |The writer, 
though somewhat florid in her style, manages to 
convey a tolerably clear idea of the extent of the 
deposit and the manner in which the phosphate 
rock is mined. At the beginning she disclaimed 
all intention of discussing any theory as to the 
origin of the rock, or of imparting any scientific 
information with regard to its mining or manu- 
facture. After a verbose description of the sur- 
rounding scenery from which we gather that the 
phosphate fields are situated on the banks of the 
Ashley river, southwest from the city of Charles- 
ton, the more valuable portion of the article is 
reached. The field is a desert stretch, the land 
looking as though a whirlwind had passed over 
it. The colored laborers are found each digging 
in his respective “pit.” They dig in a line, 
throwing the phosphate on one side and the mud 
onthe other. Some industrious fellows have 
dug far forward, some lazy ones lag back from 
the line, but, on the whole, the work progresses 
with tolerable regularity. The work is under 
the direction of a foreman who, scattering his 
abuse and threatenings liberally, keeps the good- 
natured workmen at their task. The laborers 
are clad in all sorts of garments. One powerful 
fellow is draped in a coarse grain sack, his arms 
protruding through two holes made for the pur- 
pose. One old man wears a crushed silk hat, 
others have red bandanas tied around their fore- 
heads, but the majority, unheeding the intense 
heat of the sun, are bareheaded. Their uncouth 
clothing, however, the writer assures us, is no 
indication of poverty as the phosphate diggers 
are better paid than any other class of negro 
laborers in South Carolina, many of them making 
two dollars a day. An industrious workman 
who stops to look neither to right or 
left has dug his pit with great skill. The walls 
are perpendicular, and as smooth as if leveied 
with a mason’s trowel. As he drives his shovel 
down you hear it strike onthe rock. Now ana 
then he takes his pickax and breaks this rock, 
and loosens it for the entrance of the shovel, and 
then he raises it in great masses -a dull, dirty 
stuff, all plastered over with biack and slimy 
mud. In this mud the laborer stands as he 
works, and sometimes in water up to his ankles. 
The usual size of a pit dug by one man, during 
the course of the day,is about fifteen feet long by 
six feet wide and four feet deep. The diggers are 
paid about twenty-five cents a foot in depth and 
fifty cents for wheeling. The best digyers often 
dig us deep as six feet per day. The stratum of 
phosphate varies in thickness, in different fields, 
fom six to fourteen inches, eleven to twelve 
being, however, a fair average. For every two 
inches in depth of stratum one can generally 
calculate on one hundred ton: tothe acre. For 
instance, from a twelve-inch stratum six hun 
dred tons is a fair average of production. Under 
the rock is seen a whitish substance, and when 
we ask this industrious digger what he calls it, 
he answers, promptly, “Self-raising!* Whence 
‘his stuff d-rrives its name among the diggers we 
cannot tell, but to them it marks the bottom of 
the pit, signifying that the stratum of rock has 
veen dug through. In the opinion of the Rev. 
Minus Wright, minister of the African M, E 
Church, phosphate rock owes its origin to tte 
flood when “de disobedient ob de Lord was 
drowned.” Ali the people and aniwals that were 
then destroyed helping to make up the vast beds 
of phosphate, and “dat mek how you fine dese 
yer tvofs in de groun.” 


A narrow gauge railway runs through the 
field, and along this a little locomotive draws 
a long line of open phosphate cars to the 
“washer.”” The rock is generally conveyed to 
the cars in wheelbarows, but often platforms are 
located along the line of rail on which the rock is 
thrown, and immediately emptied into the cars, 
thus saving considerable expense in handling. 
The “washer”? may be near at hand, or, as in 
some cases, as far distant as two or three miles 
On the banks of the river, conveniently for ship- 
ping, and not too far from the railroad, stands 
the washer, a tall building, more or less roughly 
puttogether, but strong enough to stand the 
wear and tear of storms, and the throbbing of 
machinery. The rockis taken here in ‘‘\dump- 
carts” which are drawn up an inclined plain by 
machinery tothe top of the “washer.” These 
cars hold about three tons of mud and rock 
which turns out generaily one ton of “clean” 
rock. Here the rock is “dumped"’ into troughs, 
in which it is turned round and round, back and 
forth, by the action of toothed screws, while a 
strong volame of water is pumped upon it by 
the engine, and gradually works its way down 
towards spouts, through which it falls into cars 
waiting to receive it. 


The inclined plane on which the cars ascend is 
situated on the extreme right and on the same 
side of the “washer” is a long trough that car- 
ries of the refuse. The cleaned rock comes out at 
the left from whence it is wheeled off by laborers. 
This was formerly done by hand, but in a great 
many cases cars are used here as well,running on 
an incline.At the spouts throughwhich the“clean” 
rock falls, men stand, guiding its course into the 
cars waiting to receive it. So practiced do these 
men become in detecting imperfectly cleaned 
rock, that they secure the smallest piece the in- 
stant it appears, and throw it back to be re- 
washed. The “clean” rock is then conveyed to 
the wharf or shed, and there piled to await ship- 
ment to the purchaser or the mill. 
In the cleaned rock are found delicate shells 
small, slender, black-polished sharks teeth, and 


larger gray ones, sometimes as much as six 
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inches in length. The teeth and bones of other 
animals nm ay be found in this pile, but the phos- 
phate rock itself isa very different substance, 
being, indeed, not bones, but rock. 

It is at the Mill that the uninitiated feels, after 
even the most strenuous efforts to comprehend 
the details of each successive operation, ‘“* Here 
I leave hope behind.’”’ However, some general 
idea may be imbibed by one visit to ‘he Mill as 
to the preparation of the rock for the market. 

These mills have been established in large 
numbers since the discovery of the Phosphate 
Basins, for the purpose of grinding the rock and 
of maanfacturing it into fertilizers. Some com- 
panies merely pulverize the rock, and present it 
thus in its “raw” state on the market, leaving 
it to the agriculturist to use it in thix form or to 
combine it as he pleases. Other companies pre- 
pare the costly “ superpbosphates,” subjecting 
the rock, when powdered, to the action of sui- 
phuric acid, to render it soluble in water, and 
thus more readily assimilated by the plant. In 
the “ Drying-room,” at the mill, the “clean” 
phosphate rock is piled in great masses over per- 
forated flues, through which heated air is blown 
into a strong blast from the furnace, and passes 
through these masses of rock, drying it thorough 
ly. Thence it is removed to the “Crusher,” where, 
by the action of powerful mach‘nery,the particles 
of rock are rubbed and ground against each 
other, over and over, til they are finely pulver- 
ized. Indeed, so fine is this phosphate dust that 
were it not for the “fans’’ in constant motion 
one would be able neither to see nor to breathe 
in the neighborhood of the “Crusher.” In the 
immense ‘Acid Chambers” sulphuric acid is 
manufactured on a large scale. Outside, the 
sun bukes down on flaring piles of yellow sul- 


phur. 

In the ‘Mixing-room,” the pulverized 
rock, subjected to the action of the 
acid, is ‘“ammoniated’ and _ chemically 


combined and operated upon in various ways, 
to suit the varying demands of the agriculturist. 
You hasten from this room, handkerchief to 
nose, with all convenient speed, satisfied with 
a very superficia: examination intu these pro- 
cesses. 

We have still to visit long, dim rooms in which 
the powdered phosphate is piled in dark, huge 
piles, which you might almost imagine great 
subterranean caves of solid rock, did not the 
sense of touch convince you that this is no longer 
rock, but dust! And here it is poured into bags 
and piled in loog, neat lines: and here is the 
“Branding-room,”’ where each peculiar mixture 
is branded with its own peculiar title. 

In the vicinity may be seen the extensive works 
and bu-y operations of wealthy corp. rations, 
pessessed of immense capital, ane controlling a 
vast amount of labor; here, again, the modest 
efforts of individual miners, “digging on wheir 
own account.”

Pigments for Cements. 

The pigments employed to color hydraulic and 
other cements, and obtain the shades common 
in trade, are, according to the Bauzeitung, the 
following the proportions used being those used 
by R Dyckerhoff, of Amorneburg: For black 
py rolusite, 12 >er cent; for red, caput m rtuum, 
i pere nt: for vreen, ultramarine green, 6 per 
cent; for blue, ult:amariue biue 5 per cent; for 
v:llow and brown ochre, 6 per cent. The 
strength of the cement is rather increased by the 
widitition of ultramarine pigments, but. some- 
vhat viminished by the other-. ‘The ill effects of 
the latter may be somewhat removed by giind- 
ing the cement «gain after a pigment has been 
added, whereby it gains in finenes-, and the 
strenuth is sv much increased that no difference 
is Observable between this and the ordinary 
«ment. the biack and red cements made in 
Dyck rhoft’s works for waking tiles end artificial 
stone show a strength by normal tests, after 
twenty-four hours’ drying. of 20 kilos, per square 
centimetre, or about 270 lbs. per square inch—a 
very respectable stra'n for such work.

Lakes from Tar Colors. 
(Continued from page 625.) 

Soda carbonate does not precipitate the aque- 
ous solution. Potassium cyapidé deposits it 
very strongly: the precipitate redissolves in 
water, and is only the deposited safranine. If 
the pigment is thrown down upon starch, it re- 
sits washing pretty well. The color is high car- 
mine, fiery rose red in thin layers. 

Ox»lic acid does not alter the color, but pre- 
cipitates a part of the pigment It is dirty brown 
after filtering, and soluble in water. 

The above-mentioned purple blue violet fluid, 
o' tained by muriatic acid with safranine solu- 
tion, becomes brown upon the addition of potash 
chlorate; the same brown red insoluble deposit, 
as above stated for potash chlorate and sulphuric 
acid, is formed at the same time. 

Protoxide of iron, precipitated inthe safranine 
solution does not decompose the latter. 

Safranine dissolved in water has little affinity” 
for solid bodies. Although gypsum, starch, 
kaolin color rather rapidly an1 strongly, yet in 
general they are very impatient to washing; 
starch is best of all, while at the same time it as- 
sumes a very handsome dark rose-red color. 
Kaolin gives a scarlet red similar to madder 
lakes. 

According to the preceding, it will be seen that 
safravine is little suited for the manufacture of 
lakes. Of all the safranine precipitations, only 
the deposit produced upon starch by potash 
chromate lakes appears to be the best for the 
manufacture of crimson, because it retains the 
pigment in a more soluble form. 

If saffranine is contained in a lake, it may be 
easily distinguished from the other lakes by the 
purple blue violet color it assumes when treated 
with strong mineral acids, for instance muriatic 


acid. Other red pigments are generally colored 


yellow with this reagent. 
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MAROON. 

A pigment occurs under this name in come 
merce, consisting of small brown, pitch-like 
pieces, of a somewhat metallic lustre. Maroon 
is nothing else than impure fuchsine, which, 
beside the latter, also contains violet and brown 
pigments. It is sparingly soluble in cold, more so 
in hot weather, easier in alcohol, and behaves 
generally similar to fuchsine, only that lakes pro 
duced with it have other shades, passing into 
brown and violet. 

Far handsomer maroon colored lakes are ob 
tained by mixing either cora!line lakes with Paris 
blue or constant blne; of imperial red lakes, 
with a little blue and brown, or fuchsine lakes 
with brown madder lakes or violet lakes, where- 
by the shade may be varied entirely according 
to desire. Since the darker colors necessary to 
tone down the red, such as Paris blue, constant 
blue, madder lake, are very fiery, they do not de- 
press the fire of the red lakes, and the mixtures 
materially surpass in fire those produced from 
impure fuchsine. To this belung the paste-form 
maroon lakes used in the wall-paper manufac- 
ture 
ARTIFICIAL ALIZARINE (MORE CORRECTLY 

ALIZARINE AND PURPURINE) FROM 
ANTHRACENE. 


Chemists have succeeded for the last twelve 
years in extracting the principal red dyestuffs of 
the madder; the alizarine and purpurine from 
anthracene, a hydrocarbon contained in stone 
coal tar in large quantities ; in a pure condition 
it occurs in form of white, lustrous scales ; its 
composition is C28H10. It has been proven by 
numerous researches that these artifictally-pro 
duced dyestuffs completely agree, both in chemi- 
cal composition and property, with the natural 
madder dyestuffs In consequence of an ever- 
increasing technical consumption of these artifi- 
cial dyestuffs, their originally difficult method of 
production has been much siroplified, and their 
price correspondingly decreased, and they are at 
present dangerous rivals of the hitherto used 
ma‘ider. 

The anthracne dyestuffs in question: the aliza- 
rine on one hand and the purpurine in its differ- 
ent modifications (purpurine, anthrapurpur- 
ine, flavopurpurine) on the other. are mostly 
mixed, and designated with the common ap- 
pellation of artificial alizarine or alizarine red. 
It occurs in commerce as a paste, with its qual- 
ity of “yellow-tinged,” “blue-tinged,” “bluish,” 
“more bluish,” &c., and is chiefly employed in 
calico printing. Since the commercial artificial 
alizarine according to the experience of dyers, 
does not at all yield scarlet or Turkey red 
colors when it only contains alizarine without 
purpurine, I have based my experiments on pro- 
ducing lakes from alizarine that should contain 
a certain percentage of purpurine. The surpris- 
ing fact resulted from ihese experiments that 
these lukes generally are nandsomer than those 
from madder. This happy result mav perhaps 
lie in the reason that whea using the artificial 
product, the different ingredients of the red dye- 
stuff—alizarine and purpurine—may be ascer 
tained and mixed with far ereater nicety than 
can be attemptod with garancine. Moreover, 
the entire mauipulation of the manufacture «f 
lakes, by the use of artificial alazarine, is far 
more commodious than the corresponding w:k 

| with madder. Many manipulations, repeated 
washings, decoctions, also the use of large vais 
are dispensed with, because the artificial dve- 
stuffs are soluble in cold caustic potash, caustic 
soda and ammonia, and in large quantitixs, a’ d 
the filter d solutions can be employed without 
further trouble forthe manuf ture of lakes, 
The generated lakes are increasingly cherry red 
the mor3 purple thealizarine contains, and the 
‘ed lakes also are correspoudingly scarlet. 

A solution of artificial purple containing al'za- 
rine, which according to the method specitied 
below gives ban ‘some scarlet lakes, behaves to- 
wards the usual reagents and precipitates as fol- 
ows: 


The ammoniacal or soda solution of the artifi- 
cial alizarine preeipitates calcium chloride dark 
brown, passing into violct. The precipitate dries 
red brown. 

Gypsum colors violet red in the fluid, but does 
not decolor it when applied in great excess. 
Alum solution, by itself, gives a red brown pre- 
cipitate of dn appearance far inferior to that of 
the infe: ior madder iakes, 

Alum solution with calcium chloride, mixed in 
a proportion of 16 parts cryst:llized alum and1 
part calcium chloride (Ca Ci) gives an extremely _ 
dark and scarlet precipitate of the color of the 
madder lakes. It dries out to an almost black 
substance. But if the paste is mixed with sey- 
eral times its weight of finely ground gypsum, 
adm'rable scarlet lakes are obtained, also when 
mixed with kaolin, which it renders less translu- 

] cent. Ihe presence of lime together with the 
alum is also necessary to obtain scarlet shades, 
The alum solution is diluted sufficiently before 
mixing it with the calcium chloride solution so 
that upon the addition of the above quantity of 

| dissolved calcium chloride, simply @ strong 
cloudiness takes place, whereby as much gyp- 
sum as possible, which is generated hereby, re- 
mains in solution. 

Chromic alum precipitates the sodic solution 
dirty yellowish red brown. The arisen lake, 
when dried, becomes very dark, and in this con- 
dition is of no special beauty. 

Acetate of lead solution precipitates the solu- 
tion brownish red violet. The deposit, when 
dried. is of an indifferent appearance. 

Tin salt gives a lilac colored deposit, which, 
aftcr drying, has no handsome appearance, 

Sulphate of iron gives a reddish violet brown 
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deposit, It becomés completely brown after 
drying and is of an excellent deep color and 
beauty. 


A thixture of sulphate of fron and alum always 


gives brown lakes, which become more yellowish 
red with the decrease of sulphate of iron. 

This behavior plainly shows how important it 
is, in the manufacture of pure red madder 
lacquer, to use only nonferruginous alum, as the 
presence even of a trifling percentage shades the 
pure red color into brown. 

Sulphate of copper gives a violet brown pre- 
cipitate with the sodic alizarine solution, which 
is of not much account as dry color. 

Zine chloride precipitates the solution carmine. 
But if this precipitate is diluted with a white 
body, it becomes strongly violet. Sulphate of 
magnesia gives a precipitate similar in color and 
nature to that of zinc chloride, 

If in the above mixture of calcium chloride and 
alum the formor is substituted by an equivalent 
quantity of chloride of zinc or sulphate of mag- 
nesia, the precipitate will become handsomer 
and purer red than those of these three salts by 
themselves; but they retain a brown tinge, and, 
when mixed with gypsum or white bodies, do 
not give a handsome rose, but brownish violet 
shades, not commendable us handsome colors by 
their outward appearance. 

Chromic alum mixed with calcium chloride 
gives, with the sodio alizarine solution, a hand- 
somer and redder lake than by itself, although it 
retains its tinge into red brown. 

If commercial artificial alizarine is boiled with 
alum and water red-yellow solutions are ob 
tained from the dyestuffs, entirely of the condi- 
tion as they are produced by boiling garancine, 
and madder lakes can also be produced from the 
former solution in thc same manner as has been 
described above for the use of the garancine de- 
coction. The following course for the prepara- 
tion of lakes is simpler, however. 

RED MADDER LAKES FROM ARTIFICIAL 
ALIZARINE. 

Handsome madder lakes are obtained only 
from such alizarineas contains a lar6e quantity 
of purpurine, and yields astrong cherry red, not 
very bluish or purple colored solution, when dis- 
solved in soda lye- On ove handa solution A 
of commercial alizarine of known percentage of 
pure alizarine in caustic soda fluid is prepared 
by using for each 10 parts of pure alizarine, 3 
parts of caustic soda. Of course, according to 
this proportion, when using a commercial alizar- 
ine with 10 per cent pure alizarine, and a caustic 
soda of 70 per cent contents, each 100 parts of 
the commercial alizarine must be dissolved with 
4.3 parts of the caustic soda. The obtained sv- 
lution is strongly diluted with water, and, if 
necessary, should it not be perfectly clear and 
transparent, it has to be either filtered through 
linen or permitted to deposit ina wooden vessel. 
Generally the solution is of the necessary 
purity, however, and such a treatment is not 
needed. 

On the other hand for the above said 10 parts 
pure alizarine a solution B of atleast 40 parts 
alum and 2% parts dry calcium chloride (Ca Cl) 
isto be prepared. The above is dissolved in 
800 parts water, and this fluid is added to the 
calcium chloride, dissolved in a little water, while 
diligently stirring. I would state that I pre. 
viously stated the minimum of alum necessary, 
but that the employment of a larger quantity is 
highly beneficial. But in any case the alum 
must be free from iron. 

Next, the alum solation B is precipitated with 
the alizarine solution A, and if not all 
the alum should be precipitated hereby— 
in other words, that a filtered sample 
still gives a precipitate with ammonia, the re- 
mainder is thrown down by the gradual addi- 
tion of asolution of soda carbonate. If more 
alum than the minimum quantity has been em- 
ployed in the latter case, that a quantity of alum 
remains undissolved at first, will occur every 
time, and alumina will then be precipitated upon 
the lakes by the carbonate of soda, whereby, of 
course, it also becomes paler. This increase of 
quantity may also be obtained by an addition of 
gypsum or kaolin after washing, and admirable 
scarlet madder lakes are obtained, and a high 
rose red color witha large admixture of white 
bodies. 

The precipitation of lakes may also be effected 
in such a manner that the commercial alizarine. 
is immediately boiled with alum in the necessary 
quantity of water, and the thus obtaiued clear 
solution is precipitated partly with chalk, partly 
with soda, but the above process appears to me 
to be simpler, as hereby the amount of the white 
additions can entirely be graded according to 
the desired shades and depth of color.

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Varnish and Varnish Gums, 


(Continued from Page 568.) 

Agents promoting oxidations to a higb de- 
gree, are: Atmospheric air, or, rather, its 
oxygen, minium, lead, silver and gold, litharge, 
suboxide of lead, avetate of lead, protoborate of 
manganese, and hydroxide of manganese. 

Many experiments, instituted by me as well as 
by other practical men, have taught that the 
specified agents, with the exception of the last 
few mentioned combinations, are either of a 
very trifling or no value whatever, and only 
the desire to originate new recipes and dispose 
of them for money, may be blamed for this 
multiplicity of nostrums. No combinations can 
be found among the organic substances, even 
with the farthest reaching tests that possess the 
capacity of imparting oxygen to the oil, and 








although the specified inorganie agents contain 
oxygen, yet it is either in so trifling a quantity 
or else in so firm a combination that linseed oil 
is incapable of extracting it from them. 


As far as the employment of these preparations 
is concerned, it has been supposed by many that 
they must not cove into contact with the oil, 
wherefore they have been enclosed in small 
linen bags, frequently not even pulverized, and 
being into the oil, but this view is thoroughly 
wrong and of noeffect. It was impossible to 
sufficiently oxidize the oil, by incorporating 
into it in a compact form any substance that 
was to furnish oxygen thereto; perhaps the ex- 
terior parts surrendered their oxygen, but the 
interior remained unaltered, and too little of 
this agent was imparted to the oil, the prepara- 
tion of the varnish progressed badly, and, very 
naturally, the entire result was bad. Chemical 
combinations added to the oil for the purpose of 
furnishing it with oxygen can operate effectually 
only when admixed in a highly pulverized state, 
so that each finest particle comes into imme- 
diate contact with the oil. 


Another question by these additions is, whe- 
ther they areto be added to the cold oil, in 
which case they become heated with the oil and 
decompose silently, without visibly evolving 
oxygen, or whether the oil is first to be raised to 
boiling, when the additions areto be made in 
small portions. In the latter instance, the ren- 
dition of oxygen occurs visibly, extremely rapid 
and violent, the oil commences to foam very 
strongly, and if no precautions are taken it will 
run Over. Ihave made a great many trials dur- 
ing my practice of many years, trials with large 
quantities of oil, and all have concurred in prov- 
ing that if the drying agents were added to the 
hot oil, they imparted to it a greater effectiveness 
to the drying capacity than when the additions 
were made at the beginning and heated together 
with the oil. It is self-apparent that such addi- 
tions must be made in small portions, and not 
the bulk at once, else very little oil would re- 
main in the kettle beside the dangers of confla- 
gration. 

I next arrive at the question of ‘how much is 
necessary of one or the other preparation, in or- 
der to compose the varnish,” and the first an- 
swer will be “according to the degree of drying 
capacity expected.’ I say expressly “drying 
capacity,” leaving out of view “‘tenacity,”’ which 
will be considered when we come to treat of the 
temperature at which it is to be boiled. 


It may be accepted as a general rule that less 
is necessary of the manganese than of the lead 
preparations, the former operating more power- 
fully than the latter. No scientific experiments 
are at hand andI have to base my assertions al- 
together upon practical experience. 


We know that linoleinic acid forms unguents 
with lead and manganese combinations, which 
dissolve in the oil immediately after their for- 
mation, that, therefore, every varnish con- 
tains a certain percentage of leadand mangan- 
ese (in case other metal bases were employed, 
then of other metals) which removed by an ad- 
dition of dilute sulphuric or muriatic acid and 
thorough agitation, and its quantity may be de- 
termined by simply weighing the oil or acid. 
Although the operator does not know what sedi- 
ment, reduced to metal, has remained by boiling 
and the quantity of drying agent originally em- 
ployed cannot be determined with exactness, 
still he may say this varnish contains approxi- 
mately so many per cents of lead, manganese, or 
other metal. 

In practice, for ordinary varnish that dries 
within 36 hours, I use an addition of from 1 to 
144% manganese preparation, or 3 to 5% lead pre- 
paration, at a boiling time of three hours. 
The addition for a rapidly drying varnish is 
somewhat larger; for manganese preparations, 
it increases from 2 to 3%, and for those of lead to 
5 to 8%, with a bolling time 5 to 8 hours. 

If other preparations are employed, it is neces- 
sary to increase their quantities, especially in the 
case inthe case of manganese ore and slate 
brown; both contain oxide of manganese, in 
smaller quantities, however, and of a combina- 


tion more diffieult to decompose, but scienti- 


fic researches, concerning its temperature, at 
which boiling is to be effected. are wanting. 
Even Mulder, who engaged in a very exhaustive 
manner with linseed oil, nevem mentions the 
heat necessary to be used. But we know from 
practice that the degree of temperature is to be

a very high one, and rising far beyond the boil- 
ing point, to make the varnish a quickly drying 
one. My experience has taught me that although 
a temperature of 130 deg. C. is sufficient, to ob- 
tain a well drying varnish in from 6 to 7 hours, 
but if boiling is performed over free fire and not 


with steam, the temperature must be augmented | 
at least to 200 or 240 degs C. in order to obtain | 


the same result in from 3to4hours, It must 
not be overlooked, that also in this case much 


depends upon the quantity to be boiled and that | is paid for with 50 or 60 per cent of the cost of 


the formation of the varnish progresses far 

more rapidly with small than with large quanti- 

ties. The manner of heating also is of influence 

that is whether the kettle is heated only at 

the bottom (fig 2), or whether the fire also en 

velops the kettle sides (fig. 1). If the latter, it

is in the nature of things that less combustibles 
should be used, and a more constant tempera- 


ture the boiling oil obtained, than when the 
kettle is only heated from the bottom, and con- 
stantly cools from the sides and top. All these 
are peints to be borne in mind, when the ques- 
tion occurs on fixing a time. 


By the preparation of varnish, the time of boil- 
ing and the temperature, together with the 
quantity of drying agents, have well to be con- 
sidered, and high temperature, long boiling and 
a large addition of lead or manganese prepara- 
tions must unconditionally give a good, rapidly 
drying varnish. The temperature, however, 
must not be raised too high,else a varnish results, 
entirely too thick, and it would be necessary to 
dilute it with oil of turpentine, a circumstance 
not very desirable for the preparation of ordin- 
ary linseed oil varnishes. We only desire free 
linic acid that changes into linoxide acid, and 
unchanged linoleine, that changes into lin 
oxyn during drying, but we do not wish ready 
formed linoxyn in ordinary oil varnish, where- 
fore the temperature must never rise beyond 200 
degs. C., and it is commendable to diligently em- 
ploy a thermometer during the operation of boil- 
ing. 

Likewise, a great addition of lead or man- 
ganese preparation was formerly demanded; this 
however, is to be understood in such a manner 
that itshould never be more than 10 to 12%, 
otherwise a saponification of the oil would take 
place. This formed soap consists of a whitish to 
dark brown, viscid mass, which of itself cannot 
be used for any purpose, and must again be dis- 
solved in the corresponding quantity of linseed 
oil (see varnish extract) to render it suitable for 
painting and varnish. 


The air necessary for the formation of varnish 
is supplied by using vessels as shallow as pos- 
sible, and fresh portions of the boiling fluid are 
constantly exposed to the action of the air by 
diligent stirring. Acurrent of fresh air may be 
also conducted..through the oil, when working 
with cloged kettles, as we will see further on: 
and many opportunities are offered to the intel- 
ligent manufacturer to introduce practical im- 
provements, I believe I have treated in general 
of everything required to be known in the pre- 
paration of oil varnishes, and we now come to 
settling and clarifying it, after we have finished 
boiling. 

The ready varnish, while still hot, is left at 
rest, as quickly as possible, so that any organic 
remains that have become carbonized during the 
boiling may separate. also other impurities, as 
well as the reduced, undissolved me‘allic combi- 
netions. The varnish is thin fluid as long as hot, 
but specifically heavier bodies, no mat- 
ter how finely divided, will more quick- 
ly sink to the bottom than in a thick 
fluid, specific gravity will draw them down 
quicker in the former than in the latter instance. 
If working with small portable boilers they may 
be lifted from the fire and left to stand for eight 
days in a suitable place; if working with large 
walled in ones. they are to be emptied by a gut- 
ter or pump into an iron reservoir, sufficiently 
large to accommodate the contents, and in the 
course of two weeks a perfectly crystal, clear 
varnish will result, that may with all confidence 
be placed on market. The largest quantities of 
the impurities (varnish sediment), consisting of 
such originally contained in the oil, or those that 
have formed therein during boiling, will be 
found upon the bottom of the reservoir, while 
smaller amounts of sediment will continually be 
deposited by the clarified yarnish; many chemical 
changes occur during its storing productive of 
voidances. When, therefore, the varnish has for 
some time been filled in barrels, or is in transit, it 
will form new sediment in consequence of these 
continued chemical changes; this sediment will 
divide and mix through the varnish, and by the 
time it arrives at its destination it will be cloudy. 
Oil varnishes must therefore be left at rest for 
several days after arriving from a distance, and 
only then be drawn off. 

The quantity of the sediment formed by boil- 
ing varies according to the quality of the oil 
boiled, and ranges between 5 to 8 per cent. The 
sediment is pretty consistent; its color also varies 
acoording to the quality of the linseed oil, and is 


white, yellowish,or dark gray to black. Accord- 
ing to my experience, only bad, and not entirely 
pure oils give a white or yellowish sediment, 
while the residues of a good oil are of a dark 
color, and should show no grained or crystalline 
structure. 
ring with linseed oil, not heated beyond 220 deg. 
C., and should not be regarded as wastage, as it 


The sediment is the only loss occur- 





linseed oil by the manufacturers of cement, 
colors, and soap. Its drying capacity, owing to 
the great percentage of combinations rich in 
oxygen, is very large, wherefore it is preferably 
employed in the manufacture of color. 

I have previously mentioned that it may be 
proven by every oil varnish, whether it has been 
prepared with manganese, lead, or other chemi- 
cal combinations, and I wish to add the principal 
ones, how the metals forming the basis may be 
proven. ‘ 

By boiling the linseed oil with the combinationg 
of the metals, alkalies, &c., linic oxide arises, 
contained in solution of the varnish, and upon 
an addition of aqueous muriatic or sulphuric 
acid is either dissolved by these acids or precipj- 
tated, and upon this is based the test. A sample 
of the oil is filled into the test tube, about the 
same quantity of dilute sulphuric acid is added, 
and the course of action is observed. Ifa white 
precipitate occurs with the sulphuric acid, turn- 
ing black upon an addition of sulphuretted hy- 
drogen the varnish contains lead, the oil there. 
fore was boiled with lead combinations. If the 
acid remains unclouded, but colors green and 
turns black by an addition of sulphuretted hy- 
drogen, the oil was boiled with copper combina- 
tions. But should the precipitate, as specified 
above, not turn black. then no lead is present, 
and our next reagent will be sulphide of am- 
monium. First, however, sufficient quantities of 
ammonia and afterwards the sulphide of am. 
monium is to be added. 

The precipitate, by the presence of iron, will be 
black; by one of manganese, flesh-colored, and 
by one of zine, it is white. 

Further reliable data are obtained if the solu- 
tion originally obtained by the acid is treated 
with one of carbonate of soda in water. A 
precipitate, caused by such an addition, of dirty 
green color, which soon turns black in air, points 
to iron; also if the solution turns blue by an ad- 
dition of red prussiate of potash; a precipitate 
of a white color, turning black-brown in air, 
points to manganese. By a presence of zinc the 
solution obtained by the acid must give a white 
precipitate soluble in excess by a trifling addi- 
tion of ammonium. 

Ihave stated previously that oil varnish im 
proves by storage, but it must be stated at the 
same time that too long a storage is accom- 
panied by no favorable results. Of course I 
speak only of lead vanish, which had been ex- 
posed to the operation of light for more than 
ten years and had become so much decomposed 
that one half had altered into a compact brittle 
mass, and only the other half remained fluid and 
serviceable. As manganese varnish remains un- 
altered, (with the exception of the bleaching 
effects of the light), tne explanation can only be 
found in the lead combinations in the varnish, 
and this is a new proof to support the experience 
of many lacquer manufacturers that lead varnish 
is unserviceable for the preparation of lacquers; 
no lacquer prepared therewith has ever proyen 
itself to be permanent in air. 

A good oil varnish must be a little thicker 
fluid than linseed oil and of a light yellow to 
brown yellow, sometimes reddish brown color. 
Its odor may be disagreeable but not rank, its 
taste is similar to that of the oil with a secondary 
taste, like the vapor evolving by boiling. In the 
oil scale a good manganese varnish will show 26 
deg., a lead‘varnish 24 deg. Varnishes are fre- 
Auently subjected to sofistications, especially 
with resins and resin oil; for testing, the same 
rules are to be followed as with linseed oil.

The demand for ready mixed puints, which was 
fair at tho date of our last report, has been very 
siow during the past week, the heavy rains keep- 
ing buyers, both wholesale and retail out of the 
market. Manufacturers, however, ook for an 
active business this fall, though it may not begin 
untillate. Prices are unchanged, but vary ac- 
cording to brand and quulity. For the com- 
moner colors $! 20@1 50 is the quoted range, and 
for the better kinds $1 7571 SC, but these prices 
are sometimes shaded 5@10c per gallon on large 
orders, 

Miscellanzcous. 

Sulphate of barytes is without particular ani- 
mation. There isa moderate jobping demand, 
but as the principal consumers have com leted 
their supplies. there are no large sales making. 
Most of the arrivals goto fill ontract orders, and 
there is nut much accumulation of stocks. 
Prime white, No. 1, is scarce and held firmly at 
$22 50@24, as to quantity. Off quality is quot- 
able ata range ot $15@20. Extra floated do- 
mestic is selling fairly on the spot at. $324 32 40. 

English chint clay does not receive much at- 
tention. and as there ix now a fu’'l supply of all 
grades on the spot, the feeling is rather e:sy. 
Prime is quotable at $18@18 50, medium to good 
at $17@17 59, and off color at $14 50@16. The de- 
mand for demestic has improvad somewhat sinve 
our last, and sales have been made of 125 cks at 
$10 50@11. 

T+rra alba is not wanted to any ex‘ent, and 
the stock on the spot being somewhat excessive, 
prices lack support. There has been no change 
since-our last, however. holders still quoting 7>@ 
80c for ordinary French, and $1 ‘for selected. 
Domestic is quotable at 65@70ce for Nv. 1, and 35 
@50c for No. 2. 

Whiting occupies about the same position as 
when we last wrote. The demand for commer- 
cial is light, but there is still a good trade doing 
» in gilders. We quote the former at 424%@45c, 
and the latter at 70@80c, according to quantity. 
We hear of sales of 1000 bbis gilders at 65c from 
factory equal to 70c deliverea, 2000 |-bis at the 
same price, and 500 bbls commercial at 424r, 
allfob., These goods, it is understood, were 
taken for the St Louis market.

Vegetable Oils. 


Linseed oil is meeting with a good demand 
from eonsumers, but there is an absence of spec- 
ulative inquiry owing to the impression which 
prevails that prices for seed will be lower and 
that ofl will naturally follow. So long as prices 

oil cake are as unremunerative as at present, 
without a very material decline in seed, the 
price of oil is not likely to be effected to any ap- 
preciable extent. Prices for cake in England are 
lower now than they have been known in many 
years. At present crushers are not anxious to 
sell below 56c though there have been some 
large contract orders from, regular customers 
filled at 55¢. The offerings of Western oil are 
liberal in nearly all the Eastern markets. Ou the 
spot jobbing sales are making at 53c, and travel- 
ing salesmen report that in other sections 
throughout the Iast it can be bought at 50c, 
Caloutta seed oil has a steady but light jobbing 
demand. The market is steady, crushers quot- 
ing 60c for new and 62c for old. 

Rapeseed oil is firmer owing to scarcity and 

higher prices abroad. Importers now demand 
83c for large lots and 84@85c for jobbing par- 
cels. The demand does not improve and we 
only hear of small sales. 

Mustard seed oil is not offered to any extent as 
yet and the market remains dull with prices 
nominal at 68@70c. 

Crude cottonseed oil is dull in the absence of 
stock on the spot, and prices are almost entirely 
ftominal at47@48c. The market at the South is 
very firm, and crushers are raising their preten- 
sions. Sales are reported of 500 bbls at 45c at 
the mill. There seems to be more disposition to 
pay the increased price, as buyers are greatly in 
need of supplies. 

Summer yellow oll is in active demand, and re- 
finers are in many instances sold ahead for sev- 
eral weeks. Prices are very firm, and it is doubt- 
ful if anything could be bought for prompt de- 
livery at less than 65c, and not much at that, as 
the available supply is extremely small. We hear 
of a sale of 200 bbls for, future delivery at 62c, 
but less that 62}¢0 would not now be accepted for 
October delivery, sellers’ option. The largest sale 
for prompt delivery we heard of was a lot of 25 
bbls at 65¢. Higher prices are promised in the 
near future. 

Winter yellow cottonseed oil is very scarce and 
pressers have advanced their quotations to 67}44@ 
70c, as toZquantity. White is not offiered, the 
stock being entirely exhausted. There isa fa‘r 
jobbing demand for yellow, the increased cost 
having had no effect upon the consumption.

There has been nothing of importance oc- 
curred since we last wrote and business is rather 
quiet. The storm’has had the effect of checking 
orders to some extent. Netwithstanding this 
holders aresteady as to price and no disposition 
is shown to cut quotations to effect sales, Arri- 
vals have not been excessive and the demand is 
taking what is comingin. Caustic and bleach 
are in full supply at the moment, but parcels are 
being put into store in preference to accepting 
anything below quotations. The steamer “Nu- 
phar,” from Newcastle to Philadelphia, has gone 
ashore at Townsend Inlet.

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The Utilization of Bone. 


Dr. R. Jones has, in a recent number of the 
Chemiker Zeitung, a very interesting paper,which 
will be read with. great interest by fertilizer 
Manufacturers. The author says: 

It was through the endeavors of Liebig and 
Stockhardt that the value of bones us a manure 
was fully recognized, and a great many estab- 
lishments were erected to reduce them to a state 
fit for agricultural purposes. The bones,without 
any further preparation, were ground up by 
crushing machines, thus producing the “crude 
bone-dust.” This primitive manufactare was, 
after some time, abandoned, and ig now only 
used for certain special and limited purposes. 
More recently, to effect a readier pulverization, 
by rendering the bones more brittle, treatment 
with milk of lime was recommended. This hav- 
ing been unsuccessful, heating them in steam 
was tried, and, at the same time, it was found 
that the large amount of fat yielded would give a 
valuable by-product. ‘Thus an independent 
Manufacture rapidly arose. For the separation 
of fat, the bones, after having been sorted out 
and broken up by some appropriate means, are 
boiled with water in boilers heated by 
steam. These vessels have grown in size from 4 
to 6 cubic metres capacity. The bones are im- 
mersed in them in boxes made of iron bars, and 
Steam is injected as long as any appreciable 
quantity of fat gathers on the surface of the 
water. This is then skimmed off, and, mostly 
without further purification, sold to soap manu- 
facturers, as it is rich in fatty acids, The pro: 
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Such are the ordinary tests that are used in the 
municipal laboratory at Marseilles for the detec- 
tion of adulterations in olive oil. To the above 
we add afew other adulterants giving the or- 
dinary and easiest methods for their detection.

The oils which are commonly used to adulter- 
ate olive oil are very few in number. Among 
the most important are the colza oil, sesame oil, 
cottonseed oil and peanut oil. 

1. Colza Oil.—Independent of the conventional 
meth-ds known, the presence of this fraudulent 
admixture may be easily detected by means of 
the sulphur contained in the cruciferous seads, 
which must be offered as evidence. For this

This oven has 
recently been much improved, and will probably 
soon be replaced by the oven constructed by 
Sebor. Instead of using pots, Sebor burns the 
bones in fron cylinders of 3 to 4 metres in length, 
which can be opened at both ends to empty and 
recharge. The burning is finished in 4 to 6 
hours. By condensing the escaping gases with 
water, a solution of ammonium carbonate, of up 
to 15 deg. B. is obtained, also animal oil. The 
ovens, which contain a number of such cylinders, 
are heated by coal, recently also by gases from 
generators, A full third of the nitrogen con- 
tained in the grout is obtained as ammonium 
salt; dilute sulphuric acid, if used as absorbing 
liquid, would probably raise the yield consider- 
ably. The bone oil, which contains 9 to 10 per 
cent. nitrogen, 1s best utilized by heating it with 
lime, and obtaining sulphate of ammonia. There 
was, and is perhaps still, a prejudice that the 
animal charcoal burnt in cylinders is inferior to 
that burnt in pots, on account of a coating of 
glossy carbon being more readily formed. 
This can, however, only be admitted 
in case of deficient management or 
a faulty arrangement of the flues. However, 
proprietors of cylindrical ovens do not complain 
of difficulties in selling their produce. The 
freshly prepared charcoal energetically absorbs 
water and gases from the air. It is therefore 
wetted, and it is wellthat so much water should 
be taken up, that the charcoal contains 6 to 7 
per cent of it, as this will keep constant. In ad_ 
dition to the products mentioned there i3 glue 
prepared from bones. The washed bones are 
treated with hydrochloric acid, until they can 
be squeezed together with the hand—i. ¢., till 
all earthly matter is dissolved. The crude gel- 
atin, which then remains behind, is worked into 
glue in the ordinary way, after the acid has been 
washed away. This kind of glue is inferior in 
quality to that prepared from leather, and the 
process of extraction has now lost a great deal 
of its profitableness, owing to the rising price of 
hydrochloric acid, although, on the other hand, 
precipitated phosphate of lime is obtained as a 
valuable by-product, its phosphoric acid being 
soluble in citrates. The manufacture of bone- 
glue has also been combined with that of bone- 
dust. On steaming and boiling the loves a part 
of the glue is dissolved. From this a glue in the 


form of a jelly was first prepared and 
brought to the market. It has, however, 
gradually been improved, and now, by 


extracting the bones with steam, a solid 
glue can be obtained, which successfully 
competes with the best kinds known. For the 
preparation of this it is essential to obtain a con- 
centrated glue-juice expeditiously, without over- 
heating it, This is best effected by the new 
patent process of Abr. Zwillinger, who proposes 
to alternately conduct steam and pump air in 
during the extraction. The glue-juice thus 
obtained is bleached by a current of sulphurous 
acid, and is, after clearing, ready for concentra- 
tion. The residue from the extraction, which 
can easi!y be powdered when dry, furnishes a 
bone dust of 19% to 24% per cent. nitrogen, and 26 
to 28 per cent. phosphoric acid, which can be 
sold at a moderate price. This also may be con- 
verted, by treatment with sulphuric ‘acid, into a 
superphosphate, which cannot be so readily pre- 
pared from dust not previously extracted, and 
which is much valued by farmers, The nitro- 


genous substance which has been extracted from | 
the bone-dust with the glue, is sometimes sub- | 


stituted by horn, blood or leather, to endeavor

3. Cottonseed Oil.—To the suspected sample of 
oil there is added an equal volume of nitric acid 
of 40 deg.

The 
fatty body which floats on the surface is arach- 
nic acid. This is collected and dissolved in boil- 
ing alcohol from which when cooled the arach- 
nic acid is thrown down as a white mother-of- 
pearl precipitate, which is readily recognized.

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Influence of Animal and Vegetable 
Oils on Machinery. 


Since the extended use of mineral oils for 
lubric ting purposes, their manufacture har 
been so perfected that their general and exclusiv: 
use is now only a question of time. The advun- 
tages of a good mineral oil, compared with those 
of animal or vegetable origin, are well known to 
technival men. The mineral oils are not fats, but 
hydrocarbons, obtained from natural petroleum, 
after removing the volatile oils. Fats. on the 
contrary, whether vegetable or animal, liquid o1 
solid, contain not only hydrocarbons, but also 
various organic fatty acids in combination with 
glycerine. The only common feature is that both 
have an oily consistency. The lubricating power 
of a mineral oil increases with its specific 
gravity. Wherever, therefore, in machinery 
there is great friction with heavy pressure, only 
heavy mineral oils should be employed, and if 
they are properly prepared—i. ¢, free from 
resins and acids—they retain their lubricating 
power at any temperature. Animal and vege 
table oils, on the contrary, however pure, gradu- 
ally lose this p- wer, and, owing to the oxidizing 
action of the air, become thick, gummy, and 
eventually quite stiff, and hence continual oiling 
and frequent cleaning become nece-sary. The 
heavy mineral oils have not this tendency to be 
come thick under the same influences. Then. 
again, at a low temperature animal and vege- 
table oils become thick, or even solid, whereas 
mineral ojl always remains liquid, and even the 
greatest cold only makes it slightly thicker, but 
never solid. [Our readers will recognize in this 
statement the error into which the author has 
been led, probably by his acquaintance solely 
with the paraffine oils.—Edr. 0. P. & D. R.) 
The chief advantage, however, of the mineral 
olls is that they do not ct upun iron like those 
of animal or vegetable origin. As already stated, 
the latter are composed of f tty acids and g'y- 
cerine, a combination which is bruken up into its 
constituent parts by superheated steam. (On 
this fact the manufacture of stearine and gly- 
cerine depends) The same decomposition, how- 
ever, takes place, although only gradnally, under 
the influence of atmospheric moisture even a 
the ordinary temperature The free fatty acids 
attack the metals with which they are in con- 
tact, forming the so-called metallic soaps, and 
this takes place irrespective of the presence of 
sieam. The affinity of the fatty acids for ferric 
oxide is indeed so great, that it seems as if the 
iron dissolved in them at the moment of con-

The following abstract of the report of the 
Committee on Legislation of the American Phar- 
naceutical Association was read at the recent 
neeting at Niag:ra Falls by the chairman of the 
committee, Prof, J. M. Maisch: 

During the past year new Jaws regulating the 
rractice of pharmacy were enacted in Georgia 
and Wisconsin, and amendments were made to 
»xisting laws in Connecticut, Iowa and West 
Virginia. Laws to prevent adulteration of food 
and drugs were enacted in Louisiana and Massa- 


chusetts, and in the new license law of Connecti- 
cut a clause refers to thes llirg of liquors for 


medical purposes. No other new legislation has 
some to the knowledge of your committee, but 
from correspondence they obtained considerable 


information about laws of earlier date that have 


not been previously noted by your committee. 

Alabama—The code of 1876 requires the lubel- 
ing of poisons, and forbids their sale to appren- 
tices or children except upon written orders 
from masters or legal guard.ans, and requires all 
druggists to obtain a license from some medical 
board of the State. 

Connecticut—The amended law applies to the 
whole State, and all d: uggists must be registered. 
Druggists can only sell spiritous liquors in pre- 
scriptions, on the payment of a special license of 
$12 in cities, and $10 in towns of less than 5,000. 

Georgia—The Board of Examiners are entitled 
to charge $15 for examination of candidates. and 
a registration fee of $30 to the auditor of the

Recent Discoveries in Fire-Proof 
Colors. 

We take from a foreign exchange the follow- 
ing on an important discovery in fire-»roof col- 
ors. The writer says Dr. Kosch, of the Chemi- 
cal and Technological School at Vienna, recent- 
ly made an interesting discovery, which con- 
sis's in the fact. that certain colors may be made 
fire-proof and may thus be prepared for paint- 
ing on China and other substances in precisely 
the tones required. The inventor has prepared a 
palette on which his colored enamels’ may be 
used like ordinary oil colors, and may be paint- 
ed in every conceivable combination of tints, 
without being in the slightest dezree altered by 
the accion of fire. Dr. Kosch, at the same times 
makes use of a specially prepared enamel, which 
he spreads over the surface to be painted 
on, and by which the irregularities and porositie 
of the porcelain areas thoroughly concealed 
from view as if they were covered with a thin 
smooth fine linen. The importance of such a 
surface medium will be fully understdod “by all 
who are practically conversant with the difficul 
ty of preventing the irregular and undue ab- 
sorption of color which has hitherto stood in 
the way of producing artistic and carefully-toned 
effects of color on porcelain. This valuable dis- 
covery is, however, Of perhaps greater import- 
ance to the worker in fron, who may now by 
this means enamel his fron afticlés*in the most 
artistic siyle; thus not only making them artistic 
and cleanly, but positively indestructible, a de- 
sideratum long soug!'t fur but never yet attained 
except in the common and plain pots and paus, 
dishes.and platus, which have, so long been in 
the market, and which, though very useful .in 
the kitchen, are unpresentable at table, from 
their want of finish’ and beauty. Another and

Manu- 
facturers have gradually succeeded in obtaining 
greater command over the market, and a review 
of their quotations will show that they are aware 
of their power, but at the same time are dis- 
posed to exercise it with discretion. They are 
now tolerably well sold far into the autumn, and 
more independent respecting further sales of 
their production, consequently prices are main- 
tained, and for some articles advances have been 
quoted. and in some caxes obtained, though it 
must be said that this has checked sales to an 
extent, many consumers preferring to wait until 
the last moment before recovering their full re- 
quirements—thus risking the market. A further 
adverse influence makers have to contend with 
is the number of secon: hand parcels now on 
offer. In the presence of a sustained shipping 
inquiry, however, and the absence of trouole 
some stocks there is a promise of a steady trade 
for the immediate future. Caustic sodas have 
weakened slightly, the effect being most marked 
upon cream. Ash is in larger demand and dearer. 
Soda crystals command more attention, and 
values are maintained. Bleaching powder is 
comparatively scarce, and while prices vary, its 
position is firmer. Saltcake is not over-plentiful, 
makers being largely sold. Muriates of potash

are again dearer, and sales for next year’s de- 
livery are checked.

Large transictions are the exception, and 
the trade generally is confined to a steady succes- 
sion of comparatively small parcels, whose 
change of ownership possesses little influence 
for good as far as sellers are concerned. The 
approach of winter should be expected to stir 
some interest in the question of supplies over the 
next six months or so, if the rather heavy stocks 
on hand are not a barrier. Sellers, however, in 
their eagerness for business, seem to lose sight of 
all useful levers for more remunerative prices, 
and consumers in too many instances hold the 
key of the pusition.

Chromium Phosphate as a Green Pig- 
ment’ 


Chromium is always determined either 
as green oxide or as lead or barium chro- 
mate. It may a'so be exactly determined 
as phosphate, and this method is often 
convenient. A Caraot says, in Comptes 
Rendus, that in boiling a solution of a salt 
of chromium slightly acidified, to which 
has been added an alkaline phosphate aad 
sodium acetate, the whole of the chromium 
is precipitated as phosphate ‘This method 
succeeds both with the green and the vio- 
let salts, chlorides and suiphates, and with 
the acetates, but not w th the oxalates. It 
is also suitable for alkaline chromates, but 
in this case the action of the phosphoric 
acid must be combined with that of sodium 
thiosulphate (hyposulphate), which acts as 
a reducing agent. The solution of chromate, 
to which is added a sufficient quantity of 
phosphoric or of a phosphate then of ace- 
tute, and las of hypophosphite and 
which has been slightly acidified, is boiled 
for about an hb ur; it dep» ll the chro- 
mium as phosphate, with a little sulpbur 
derived from the hyposulphite, The 
phosphate precipitated is a green hydrate. 
It may be washed with boiling water, or 
preferably with hot solution first of ammo- 
nium acetate followed by ammonium 
nitrate. On calcination it turns grey, and 
contains cromic oxide in the proportion of 
51.86 per cent. In former researches on 
the determination of aluminum (Comptus 
Rendus, July 18, 1881), Carnot showed that 

alumina an be readily separated from 
chromium by converting the latter into an 
alkaline chromate, acidifying the solution 
slightly with acetic acid and addirg an ex- 
cess of sodium phosphate The mixture 
is br iled and filtered to separate the alumi- 
nitm phosphate. Wh _ this is done it is 
easy to determine the chromium by pour- 
ing into the liquid hyposulphit-, and, if 
needful, iurther quanti y alkaline 
phosphate, and boiling. The precipitate 
of chromium phosphate is then wasned, 
ignited and weighed, The same reaction 
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is capable of industrial application. It 
yields an insoluble green coloring matter, 

which retains, wher dry, a very fine shade, 

and may be used in painting in 1 q of 
the dangerous compounds of arseniw and 
copper. This color, which is perfectly in- 
offensive, may also be used in dyeing, as 
the insoluble green phosphate may be 
produced 1n the fibre. 





Commercial Quality of Powdered 
Drugs.* 


BY CHAS, B, ALLAIRE, 


In considering this question, I »hall report only 
upon samples of powdered drugs usually sold in 
bulk, or what are known as paper packages. 

It is not presumed that goods which are put up 
in suitable packages of say one pound or less, for 
the wants of the consumer, and which bear the 
labe! and address of the manufacturer, need in- 
vestigation, for the reason that no manufacturer 
who hopes to retuin his trade would be so short- 
sighted as to put his address on packages of 
goods which he knew would fall into the hands 
of the consumer, and who, finding by expe- 
rience their want of reliability, would, asa mat- 
ter of course, avoid the same brand in his future 
purchases. 


Having thus limited the question somewhat, 
we find that the general sources of supply are 
mainly two: 


1st. Drug millers, who buy their crude material 
as cheaply as possible, powder it and sell to 
large buyers; these we shall designate as mer- 
chant millers. 


2nd. Custom mills, those to which any one can 
send goods to be powdered as they direct; 
the usual charge for this service is about seven 
cents per pound for large lots. 


Probably nine-tenths of all-the goods put upon 
the market in this country are from one or the 
other of the above sources. 


The usual mode of shipping these goods is in 
boxes of twenty-tive or fifty pounds, or ia bar- 
rels, according to the wants of the purvhaser, 
who, if he selis them again, usua'ly ships them 
in paper packages ; and here is where the iden- 
tity of the gouds is lost. The retail dealer who 
thus receives them knows nothing of the history 
of the guods, or who is responsible for their lack 
of quality, or e. titled to credit if found reliable. 
He knows the jobber from whom he buys doves 
not make them, and if he specifies ** same as the 
last,” or “ better than the last,” when orderiug, 
the jobber may not be able to carry out his in- 
structions, as he buys usually from many 
sources, discriminating in favor of the mill hay- 
ing the best reputation if prices are eyual. 

Iam glad to be ab'e to state that there are 
several custom mills in the larger cities where 
drugs may be sent for powdering, with 
certainty that they will be returned to the sender 
in astute of absolute purity if so desired, and 
.rom this source our most careful jobbers supply 
themselves, sending prime goods and receiving 
pure prime quality powders in return. 

It is now é.nd always has been possible to pro- 
cure drugs of absolute purity and prime quality 
to those who are willing to pay an adequate 
price, and exercise discrimination in their pur- 
chases. 

In buying powdered drugs where deception is 
so easy and detection so difficult, more attention 
should be paid to quality and the reputation of 
the manufacturer than to the price. 

From an extensive experience in the trade, I 
am fully satisfied that the number of large deal- 
ers supplying the retail trade who would furnish 
inferior goods when the best quality was de- 
manded and paid for, is extremely small, and 
furthermore that the present large percentage 
of adulterated goods in the market is the result 
of a wide-spread demand for cheap goods or 
rather low priced goods, for adulterated goods 
re never cheap ; that the percentage of inferior 
goods in the market is large, is cl- arly shown by 
the fact that four hundred and sixteen samples, 
taken from various sources and examined during 
the past year, gave the followivg re. ults: two 
handred and t/ enty-seven or about fifty-four 
per cent. were pure, or at leist no adulteration 
was detected, and one hundaed and eighty-nine 
or about forty-six per cent. were sufficiently ad- 
ulterated that detection was easy. These figures 
do not include substitutions of low grade goods 
for a higher or more valuable grade, nor do they 
incl de the cases where wormy or damaged 
goods had been skillfully powdered to promote 
their sale, but only such samples us clearly show 
by the microscope the addition of foreign matter 
in quantity sufficieat to materially affect the 
bulk and value. 

The following table may present rome curious 
features, and prove of value in showing the 
classes of goods most liable to adulterations.

From the above it will be seen that such goods 
as are generally in small demand or low in price 
are rarely adulterated; also such goods as aloes 
cantharides, of which there are two or more 
grades in the market, are generally apparently 
pure. 

In ergot all the samples, eight in number, were 
found pure. Here we have plenty of cheap 
wormy material, obtainable at very low prices, 
which renders gross adulteration nnnecessary. 


Of goldenseal root, which, during the past year 
was at times very scarce and high, every sample 
examined, eleven in number, was found adulter- 

It may seem strange that in so cheap an article 
as pale cinchona, nine samples out of eleven 
should be adulterated, but such was the case, the 
adulterants consisting largely of starchy matter» 
easily detected. 

The barks of roots, such as fringe-tree and wa- 
hee, were in all three cases found to be prepared 
from the whole roots instead of the barks; these 
were considered as udulterated, as also were the 
pleurisy, pink root and valerian samples, which 
were so dirty as to materially affect the value of 
the powder. 

All the samples of extract of licorice, thirty-six 
fo number, were found adulterated. Corn starch 
@nd sugar were most commonly used, probably 














with the double object of making the powder 
permanent and increasing the bulk. In every 
case the percentage of adulteration was far 
greater than necessary to secure permanence in 
the powder. In no case were the goods sold asa 
mixture of extract, and either starch and sugar. 

Guaiac resin and myrrh were in every case 
found adulterated, probably with the object of 
securing permanence, as the sale of ne!ther is 
very large. 

Ipecac was found adulterated in thirty-eight 
samples out of forty-five, tha object here being 
purely one of profit. In some cases American 
Ipecac was used as the adulterant; in others, 
simple starchy bodies. ; 

Rhubarb was found to be adulterated in 
eighteen cases out of forty-four, Rhaponitic 
rhubarb being largely used for this purpose. 
During the past year, so-called rhubarb root has 
been procurable in London at about seven pence 
per pound,and in New York at 15@25c per pound. 
This, with the usual abundance of wormy root, 
always obtainable, has made a guaranteed pure 
powder of questionable value, procurable at al- 
most any price the buyer might name. 

It will therefore be seen that it is an easy mat. 
ter for drug millers to meet the requirements of 
the trade, so far as price is concerned. It might 
be further added, as throwing some light on the 
subject, that there are parties engaged in 
preparing adulterants: costing from two to 
four cents per pound, the manufacturers of 
which agree to match in color and appearance 
any powder which may be submitted. The 
writer has had these goods offered him re- 
peatedly for purchase, and has positive knowl- 
edge of drug millers who are or have been using 
them in large quantities, Samples are herewith 
submitted for inspection. 

These examinations were not made from sus- 
pected samples, or with the intention of making 
an unfavorable showing. A large portion of 
them were taken from one drug stock at one 
time, soon after the passage of the Illinois phar” 
macy law, and were examined by Mr. E. B 
Stuart and the writer, with the object of ascer- 
taining the true character of the stock. The 
microscope was used largely in cbtaining these 
results, which were confirmed, as far as possible, 
by chemical and pharmaceutical tests. 

It is believed that in the hands of an expert, 
or even of one of moderate experience, the 
microscope furnishes the most ready and satis 
factory means of detecting gross adulterations 
in powdered drugs. The preparation of a small 
sample of known purity and reliability, as a 
standard, is a matter of small momeat; from 
this, by comparison, the presence of foreign sub- 
stances in the suspected sample is easily ascer- 
tained. The identification of the adulterant, 
when found, is a matter of more or less difficulty, 
according to the experience of the operator. 
Carefully prepared cross, diagonal and tange- 
nital sections of vegetable drugs, will also be 
found useful in identifying structure, etc. 

In addition to the foregoing statements, 
the following results were recently ob- 
tained by Mr. George W. Hayes. Twelve 
samples of powdered rhubarb were  pur- 
chased at prices varying from 50 cents 
to one dollar per pound, all supposed to be pure; 
they were tested by colar, odor, taste, grittiness, 
infusion, decoction, alcoholic tincture, chlorofor- 
mic tincture stain, percentage of aqueous ex- 
tract, percentage of moisture, percentage soluble 
in cold distilled water, comparative height of 
column when suspended in distilled water, Ril- 
lot’s tests for rhapontic rhubarb, percentage of 
mucilaginous matter, cathartic,chrysophanic and 
tannic acids and microscopic appearances. Four 
were found adulterated with rhapontic rhubard, 
three were found adulterated with wormy or 
other inferior root,and none of the samples 
were equal in quality tothe standard used for 
comparison. 

Another examination, by Mr. 8. 8. Bradford, of 
ten samples of powdered rhubarb, tested for 
color, ethereal extract, microscopic appearance, 
alcoholic extract, ash, and by boracic acid for 
turmeric, showed four of good quality, one 
mix2d grades, one adulterated with rhapontic 
rhubarb, one adulterated with foreign starchy 
matter, and three were made from wormy 
root. r 

Mr. J. F. Llewellyn examined seven samples of 
powdered rhubarb, purchased fh Cincinnati, 
Chicago, Louisville, St. louis, Kansas City and 
Macon, Mo. All were found inferior to the 
standard; two were classed as fair ,quality, one 
damaged, two very poor, and two viciously 
bad. 

Mr. Theodore Wurmb examined fifteen samples 
of powdered ipecac; four were found adulterat- 
ed with potato starch, three were adulterate1 
with wheat flour, one containing only .63 per 
cent. emetia, was presumed to have been par- 
tially exhausted previously to being put upon 
the market. One was adulteratrd with wheat 
flour and licorice root,two adulterated with 
some unknown material, and four only, or about 
27 per cent, were found to be pure. 

Mr. Virgil Coblentz examined twelve samples 
of powdered jalap, obtained from New York, 
Philadelphia, Cincinnati, St. Louis, Chicago, etc. 
He does not give the results of any examination 
for adulterants, but bases his conclusions upon 
the percentage of resin obtained from the var- 
fous samples which were as follows: Accepting 
12 to 18 per cent. as the proper limits for prime 
goods, only two met this requirement, the re- 
maining ten yielding the following percentages 
respectively: 11.5, 9.83, 8.2, 6.8, 6.2, 6.1, 5.8, 5.3, 
4.8, 3°8. The conclusion is evident that at least 
85 per cent. of the samples examined were unfit 


for prescription purposes. 





Mr. Thomas Knoebel reports on seven samples 
of powdered jalap as follows, percentage of re- 
sin respectively 17.12, 11.25, 9.75, 9, 8.75, 8.38, 


8; on the basis given above only one of the seven 
was up to the standard. 


Mr. Geo. D. Hays reports on the examination of 


nine samples of commercial powdered opium, 
obtaining the following percentages of morphia: 
13.6, 12.5, 9.45, 7.5, 7.25, 6.75, 6.25, 5.75, 5,75 


taking the accepted standard at 10 per cent of 
morphia it will be seen that only about 22 per 
cent of the samples examined were suitable for 


use in officinal preparations or for prescription 
purposes. 


Mr. John Palmer, Jr., reports on six samples of 


powdered opium, giving the following percent- 
ages of morphia respectively 10.5, 10.25, 8.25, 
6.5, 5.5, 4.5. 

One paper received by the writer on the same 
subject gives’such very low percentages of mor- 
phia as to cast suspicion on the character of the 
work; it will not be included in this report. 


Another on the same subject is based upon a 
defective process, and though the results were 
not far from what might be reasonably expected 
it is not considered reliable and will not be 
further referred to. 

Mr. V. E. Phillips reports upon the examination 
of twelve samples of powdered extract of :licor- 
ice; five were found to contain powdered licorice 
root, four contained sugar, seven contained 
starch in quantities varying from 7 to 44 per 
cent; three contained both starch and sugar. 
Those containing sugar had from 5 to 27 percent. 
Every one of the samples were more or less adul- 
terated. 

Mr. G. H. C. Klie reports on the examination of 
seven samples of powdered extract of licorice; 
four contained powdered root in quantities vary- 
ing from 22.5 to 46.35 per cent. Two contained 
respectively 32.5 and 37.85 per cent of starch; 
one contained both starch and powdered root to 
the extent of 40.8 per cent. As compared with 
a pure extract the glycyrrhizin found was as fol- 
lows, the standard being estimated at 100, viz., 
42.43, 41.32, 41.11, 37.7, 29.86, 28.29, 24.09; so 
that the best of these samples probably did not 
contain over the same percentages of pure ex- 
tract, or if they did the extract was prepared 
from Greek or other low grade root deficient in 
glycyrrhizin. 

Wm. H. Newell, M. D., reports on the examina- 
tion of one hundred and four (104) samples of 
powdered yellow cinchona bark, which were 
tested for quinia and cinchonia only: seventy- 
five (75) contained over one per cent, and under 
two (2) per cent of the combined alkaloids 
named, tweaty (20) contained less than one per 
cent, and over one-half of one per cent of those 
alkalolds combined. Fourteen contained less 
than one-half of one per cent of the combined 
alkaloids, twenty-two (22) are reported as being 
more or less adulterated. 

The same party reports on eighty-eight 
samples of powdered red cinchona bark. 
These alsq were ‘assayed for quinia and 
cinchonia® only. Ten (10) samples con- 
tained over one, and less than two (2. 
per centof combined alkaloids, thirty-three (33) 
contained between one-half and one per cent of 
combined alkaloids; of the remaining forty-five, 
or over one-half of the samples, fifteen contained 
no estimable quantity of either alkaloid. 

The same party reports on eighty-four (84) 
samples of powdered pale bark; not one was 
found to contain any estimable quantity of 
quinia; and cinchonia, if found at all, was in no 
case found in a quantity equal to .01 of one per 
cent; of these, tweniy-six (26) were reported 
adulterated, 

In the foregoing statements, after excluding 
the reports on powdered cinchona barks, and the 
two reports on powdered opium, as either in- 
complete or not fully reliable, we have the re- 
maining results of careful examinations of five 
hundred and sixteen samples of powdered drugs, 
taken from nearly every large city or distribut- 
ing point in the United States, Of these 516 
samples, 269, or over 52 per cent, were found 
adulterated, or otherwise inferior to the recog- 
nized standards. 

This is truly a lamentable showing, and it 
seems desirable that the source of information 
on which these figures are based should receive 
some attention. When this query was accepted 
one year ago at Kansas City, the writer was 
fully impressed with the importance and magni- 
tude of the question involved. To do the sub- 
ject anything lixe justice, more time would be 
required than wasat his command. To confine 
the examinations to any one section would ren- 
der the work unsuitable for presentation before 
this association. To undertake to do all the 
work himself might render the results subject to 
impeachment from implied interested motives, 
It was therefore decided to enlist others in the 
work in such a way as to bring out general and 
reliable results of an unbiased character. 

As probably most of you are aware, prizes of 
three degrees of value were offered for papers on 
the examination of the most important powdered 
drugs. In response to this offer, papers were re- 
ceived from students and other experts in Char- 
lestown, Mass.; St. Louis, Mo.; Springfield, 0.; 
Mexico, Mo.; Bucyrus, O.; East Louis, Ul; Phila- 
delphia; New York City; Olney, Ill.; Dayton, 0O.; 
and Jersey City, N.J. From some of these cities 
two or more papers were received; many of 
them bear evidence of great care, and the exer- 
cise of considerable ability in the treatment of 
the different subjects. 

Necessarily only general results can be given 
here, but the essays will be published from time 
to time in the various journals, and possibly 


afterward collected in pamphlet form for those 
desiring to review the subject more fully. The 
balance of the work has been done by Mr. F. B, 
Stuart and myself, and is taken from our joint cr 
individual notes of examinations made from 
time to time during the year. It will therefore 
be geen that the work is general in its character, 
and as free from questionable motives as is pos- 
sible under the circumstances, 

Legislation seems to be powerless to cure this 
evil; néarly all the States are provided with good 
pharmacy laws, which provide for the punish- 
ment of acts of adulteration, but we have yet to 
hear of the first conviction under any of these 
laws.As has before been hinted,pecuntary interest 
is largely responsible for this state of affairs, to- 
gether with apathy, indifference and ignorance 
on the part of the drug trade. 

How many druggists, taking the entire body, 
are capable of detecting adulterations with any 
degree of certainty in any of the more important 
powders? How many will take the trouble to ex 
amine the goods they receive? Where is the 
remedy ? not in legislation alone, certainly, and 
not in education combined with indifference, 
but in education combined with vigilance. More 
attention should be given in our College of Phar- 
macy to structural botany, and the skillful use of 
the microscope, and our students should be 
taught from the beginning to the end of their 
pupilage, that on them restsa great responsi- 
bility in their relations to the public in this mat- 
ter, and that eternal vigilance is the price of 
pure powdered drugs. 


. DISCUSSION. 

On motion, Mr. Allalre’s paper was referred to 
the committee on publication. 

Prof. Sheppard—I move that the thanks of the 
Association be specially tendered to Mr. C. B. 
Allaire for this paper. 

The motion was carried. ' 

Mr. Lloyd—Mr. Allaire referred in his paper to 
one point that might be of interest to some of 
our members preseut, but which I do not know 
as can come in our proceedings: and that is the 
“fact, that in certain large cities we bave drug 
millers, to whom pharmacists can send parcels 
of material to be powdered, and send with the 
utmost confidence. That is certainly true of 
Cincinnati. 

Prof. Maisch—I think the same can be said of 
Philadelphia, but I rise more particularly to state 
how highly I appreciate the. labor, performed by 
Mr. Allaire; and while I appreciate it so highly 
I cannot help but ask the question: “Is the state 
of affairs at the present day any worse than it 
was 20 or 30 or 40 years ago?” I say no. I know 
the time when you could say, that an adulterated 
article was prepared for the American market. 
If you go abroad to-day, you will hear 
that the best of the drugs are scarcely 
good enough for the American market. I 
know full well, that he who wants to get an 
adulterated article, or rather a cheap article, can 
be accomodated. He can be accommodated in 
this country. He cau be accommodated on the 
other side of the river, and he can be accommo- 
dated, and perlaps better, in Europe than 
he can in this country. I know that factories 
are in existence there, where they openly manu- 
facture adulterated articles. Everybody knows 
it and everybody knows that articles that are 
sold below the true value are adulterated. I 
learn from one of our members, who has been 
examining for a Board of Health samples pur- 
chased in different parts of his State, that near- 
ly every one of those samples proved to be good 
quality, and the gentleman received notification 
from the president or secretary, or some officer 
of the Board of Health: ‘“‘You must try to find 
some adulterated articles.” This examiner had 
nothing to do with the purchasing or collecting 
of those samples. You frequently hear state- 
ments that laudanum or opium contain smaller 
quantities of morphine than they should contalia; 
that Peruvian bark contains less quinine than it 
should contain. With all my experience as an 
analysist, I question whether I should go so far 
as to state. that the result of my analysis was so 
reliable that I would publish it to the world. I 
take witha great deal of allowance the state- 
ments in many of the journals in regard to the 
amount of alkaloids contained in such mat- 
ters. 

Mr. James Richardson—I have listened with a 
great deal of pleasure to Mr. Allaire’s paper, and 
it might be well for this association to hearsome 
views from the standpoint of a wholesale drug- 


gist. I mentioned in the remarks that I made 
the other daythat your association and the 
Western Wholesale Druggists’ Association were 
working in the same ‘field generally, in different 
parts, but that in certain parts of it they worked 
together. The matter of powdered goods is one 
that has been seriously considered by our Asso- 
ciation. To every retail druggist it has been a 
source of annoyance. You will give that large 
class of intelligent dealers, I trust, the credit of 
desiring to do an honest and upright business; 
but in the matter of powdered goods it has baf- 
fled them up to this time, and one of the pur- 
poses of the Wholesale 'Druggists' Association is 
to eliminate from the trade such goods as are & 
disgrace, not only to the wholesale trade, but to 
the retail. Mankind, as you are aware, period- 
ically move, as I might say, like a flock of sheep, 
allin one direction; the tendency has been for 
the last ten years in the departments of whole- 
sale business tosee hownear nothing goods 
could be sold. You willall testify tothis. The 
wavle tendency of trade througbout this country 
during the last ten years has been to see if 
goods could not be sold without cost, It has 
been a strife between all dealers to see whieh

could come the nearest to a _ percentage 
which may be represented by nought. The whole 
tendency, like the stream of Niagara over this 
precipice, has been in that direction. It 
his gone so far that there are goods sold this 
day which are utterly worthless. The 
results of their being dispensed can scarcely be 


calculated; and it is worthy of the time of you. 


intelligent and educated pharmacists, to de- 
yote your best energies to the suppression of 
such a nefarious practice, and itis for this pur- 
pose that the Western Wholesale Druggists As- 
sociation sent a committee to you to co-operate 
with you, and ask your co-operation with them: 
That is the only purpose of our being here, and 
I trust that the united efforts of your Associa- 
tion, combined with that of all wholesalers who 
desire to make the business respectable in all its 
branches, will be effectually used; that it will be 
prominently advertised and made known, that 
hereafter no spurious goods shall be vended, no 
yaluable lives placed in jeopardy by dispensing 
goods which can produce nothing but disastrous 
results; and I trust, gentlemen, in saying these 
few words, I shall convey to you the sincere de- 
sire that you will co-operate with the wholesal- 
ers, through whom, as you know, the larger por- 
tion of these goods are first placed upon the 
market; the retail dealer who dispenses them 
gets but a small proportion of his goods as you 
yery well know, directly from the manufacturer; 
and this tendency which I spoke of but a mo- 
ment ago, has been among wholesalers. When 
they are determined to sell goods at low prices, 
they at the same time want to buy them at a 
price on which they can make a profit. The 
whole tendency, for the last ten years, has been 
not only to sell goods cheap, but to sell cheap 
and worthless goods; and if you will give your 
attention, to some extent. to this matter, and 
correct that tendenéy, aud turn the animus of 
business into its proper channels, and for its 
proper purposes, we contend that any man who 
purchases goods shall purchase good ones, and 
when he sells them, any house is entitled, yes, 
entitled fairly, toa just and honorable compen- 
sation in the way of profit for doing the business; 
and no buyer who understands his business will 
ask an intelligent seller to give him goods at 
prices which he knows cannot pay for goods that 
are honest and fair.

Distillation of Coal Tar and Ammoni- 
acal Liquors. 


A treatise upon the distillation of coal tar and 
ammoniacal liquors, and the separation there- 
from of valuable products has been written by 
Prof. George Lunge, and is about to appear in 
an English edition. From advauce sheets the 
Journalof the Society of Chemical Industry gives 
anextended account, which shows the compre- 
hensiveness and interesting character of thework. 
In chapter I., amongst other things, the various 
probable sources of tar and ammoniacal liquor 
are discussed, supposing that illumination by 
means of gas becomes less frequent through the 
introduction of electric lighting. It is stated 
that very successful attemptsghave been made to 
collect the tar and ammoniacal liquor in the cok- 
ing of coal. Though this may be perfectly true 
as regards the products named, it is not stated 
what the comparative quality of the resulting 
coke is. English experience is, that the best 
coke is obtained when no condensation of tar and 
ammonia take place, and that its quality suffers 
in the condensation of these products. This we 
have been assured is the experience of the best 
coke producers in the North of England. Page 
17: The Berlin Society for the Advancement of 
Industry has completely grasped the true posi- 
tion of the subject in offering, in 1870,their prize 
for a coke-oven economically condensing vola- 
tile products,and at the same time furnishing 
the best blast-furnace coke. Dr. Lunge adds 
briefly: ‘This prize has not yet been awarded.” 
We may add that the discoverer of such a coke- 
oven, may probably consider his new find a suffi- 
cient prize in itself to justify his renunciation of 
the kind offer of the Berlin Society, which con- 
sequently would remain unawarjed! Pages 22 
and 23: But the offer-of a prize by the same en- 
terprising and far-sighted society. in 1877, for 
a method of obtaining the valuable products 
forming the basis of the aniline color and alizar- 
ine industry from the high-boiling oils of the 
brown-coal tar called forth the successful efforts 
of such men as Liebermann and Burg, and about 
the same time of Wichelhaus and Salzmann. In 
connection with this important subject, Letny 
has done great service in the extended paper he 
has written, giving the results of his experiments, 
more especially with the Baku petroleum tail- 
ings. [See also this Journal, July, page 276.] 
The attention of readers is now called to Chap- 
ter II. of this excellent work of Professor Lunge, 
and we venture to regard this chapter as the 
backbone of the treatise, and though very prop- 
erly, in a work of this kind. the treatment of each 
coal-tar constituent is brief, and chiefly limited 
to those chemical and physical properties which 
are, or ought to be, at the complete command of 
the tar-distiller, yet assuredly Professor Lunge is 
far from giving tar-distillers to understand that 
this excellent summary is all the chemistry they 
will need for their operations, or that, having 
bought this book, and possessing it, a man 
may safely launch out into an extensive con- 
tract for tar and gas-liquor, trusting to Dr. 
Lunge’s book to pull him through and 
make his profit. It is a fact that, with in- 
finite pluck and daring, Englishmen do occasien- 
ally thus launch forth in unknown waters, and it 
is also a fact that occasionally an odd individual 
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touches land again, but many are swamped. The 
odd and lucky speculator usually owes his suc- 
cess to his good fortune in finding 
@ cempetent chemist to assist him 
into whose hands he is wise enough to commit 
the conduct of operations and processes,or to the 
fact that his capital is so considerable that he at 
length acquires the necessary wisdom, after much 
sad experience, many conflagrations, and with 
an insignificant residue of his fortune; and he thus 
reaches the shore, like a shipwrecked mariner 
holding fast toaspar. We are fuly aware that 
thls element of enterprise, indomitable persever- 
ance and energy is that to which England owes 
her present commercial greatness; but we are 
just as fully convinced that enterprise, persever- 
ance and energy must be combined with scien- 
tific knowledge in order to tangible success in 
this important branch of industry, and more es- 
pecially in these days of strong competition—a 
competition in which assuredly our Continental 
neighbors will, in the end, win the day if we do 
not have a care, not only relieving us of our coal- 
tar color industry (which they have already well- 
nigh accomplished, by the way), but in the end 
relieving us also of the necessity of any further 
export of our coal-tar products. They may ob- 
tain these at home, or nearer home, more con- 
veniently and cheaply, say, from petroleum re- 
sidues, heavy oils, or the like. It may beas- 
serted as a positive fact that our having fallen 
behind in the race as a color-manufactur- 
ing nation .is due to our ignorance, at least of the 
practice of organic chemistry, 
new danger appears on our horizon—our igno- 
rance in the above respect bringing it within the 
bounds of possibility that our gas companies may 
yet be reduced to the necessity, at least, in some 
measure,of burning the tar under the gas retorts, 
or selling it, as of old, to varnish fences, or iron- 
works. Chapter III. is devoted to a summarized 
description of the applications of coal-tar with- 
out distillation. Chapter IV. treats of the first 
distillation of coal-tar, giving descriptions of 
modesof conveying tar, its storage, etc., and 
then proceedingto an account of the construc- 
tion and setting of tar-stills. On page 101 it is 
stated that,in some places the man hole lid of a 
tar-still is made to serve also as a safety-valve, 
by forming it of a simple plate of iron laid 
loosely on a riveted neck, and merely joined by 
some cement which does not get too hard. By 
internal pressure of any serious sort the lid is 
thrown off and danger averted. Our experience 
with cements used for tar stills is, that if by the 
heat of the distiilation they do not set so hard 
and close as almost to equal the closeness and 
solidity of the iron of tne plate itself forming the 
lld, the heat renders them more porous, or gives 
rise to cracks in the cemented joint. The result 
must be that towards the close of the. distilla- 
tion, when the vapors of the heaviest oils, etc., 
are passing over, which, as al tar-distillers know, 
are of the most penetrating nature, a portion of 
these vapors will make their way through 
the pores or cracks, and the lid will begin to 
smoke densely. Now, these vapors form an in- 
tolerable nuisance to a surrounding neighbor- 
hood, and their ill-savor is perceptible at a con- 
siderable distance. The writer knows of one 
case where the Local Board of an adjoining 
township succeed in closing a Jarge tar distillery 
not well conducted in this respect. The closing 
part of the tar-distilling process is a most severe 
trial of the general construction, and more es- 
pecially of the maz-hole lid of the still. Finally, a 
still-lid fastened in the manner described must 
either be too fast, and so no safety-valve at all, 
or must be leaky at the final stage of the process, 
and so give rise to nuisance and loss. The first 
kind of lid described by Dr. Lunge, on page 101, 
is an excellent one, and will answer perfectly. 
Whilst on the subject of the disagreeable vapors 
and emanations from tarworks, we may refer 
tar distillers to the article on page 1U9, headed 
“Treatment of the Gases,” with drawings in 
illustration on pages 110 and 111, and at the 
sume time Regnault’s arrangement, described 
and pictured on pages 131 and 132. By meansof 
these methods, the nuisance of tar distilleries 
ought to become a thing of the past Page 
112, line 6: Reference is made to an 
ideal tar-still, figured on page 97, and it is 
stated that. in filling the still with tar by 
the pipe 7, the air escapes by an air-cock or by 
the overflow cocks. We think the air has, or 
ought to have, ample escape by means of the 
still-head ¢, and down the worm, and hence 
there is no need of an air-escape cock. If there 
be not escape in this direction, the worm is 
stopped, and ought to be cleared before pro- 
ceeding to another distillation. However, the 
idea of the dehydration of the tar by means of 
the overflow-cock 8, the still being first filled 
above this point, subjected to a temporary heat- 
ing whereby the water rises more quickly to the 
top, forming a layer, and, then the cock being 
opened, excess of tar, together with the water, 
run off, is an excellent one and ought to be 
adopted everywhere. Pages 115 to 117 should 
be studied and understood by every tar-distiller, 
for here we have the very root-principles of the 
fractional distillations continually employed in 
his process. By a thorough comprehension of 
the laws here described, bow much time, trouble, 
and roundabout or unneccessary work might be 
spared. But it may be asked, “ Does a tar-dis- 
tiller need to be acquainted with such a knowl. 
edge of chemistry and physics as is implied ina 
thorough mastery of the laws sketched out in the 
places named?” We reply, most assuredly he 
does, for if he haye not such knowledge time 
and money will be /ost at some stage of his manu- 
facture which out to be gained; and, further, 
the possibilities of discovery or simplification of 
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fire to stop the escape; and avoid the publicity 
thus given to his carelessness, as far as possible. 
He must then clear out the stoppage before re- 
commencing, and practically report himself in 
applying to the chemist or manager for 
a new cork to replace the one lost, 
We may specially recommend to the notice 
of tar-distillers the excellent article on the reo- 
tification of benzol (by which is meant the com- 
mercial article containing benzine, toluene, and 
xylene), and the separation of toluene and xyl- 
ene. Itis astonishing how much valuable in- 
formation on the working up of ammoniacal 
liquor Dr. Lunge has given in the last 70 pages 
of this excellent treatise. We know of many 
English tar-distillers who could manage the pre- 
paration of the crude coal-tar products and of 
ammonium sulphate, but always failedin their 
attemptsto prepare liquor ammonia, this re- 
quiring a special and scientifically arranged ap- 
paratus. They may be somewhat consoled at 
their lack of success in this direction when 
they glance at some of the complicated ap- 
paratus their more scientific Continental 
neighbors have been obliged to adopt for this 
purpose. We think Professor Lunge deserves 
much more than “the ample reward for his la- 
bor” in writing this book, which he refers to so 
modestly at the close of his preface, and we are 
convinced that he will get it, for itisa work, not 
“to some little extent,’’ but toa vast extent, ‘‘cal- 
culated to advance an important industry... We 
know, finally, that Professor Lunge,'in undertak- 
ing the immense labor ot writing, not only Ger- 
man but simultaneously English editions ot his 
unrivalled works, is not uninfluenced by a strong 
attachment for this country, conceived and fos- 
tered during many years of sojourn in it, and 
now strengthened and sustained by still closer 
ties.--Jour. Soc. Chem. Industry. 
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methods dependent on such knowledge will 
naturally be excluded to him who does not 
possess it! Touching the admission of steam in 
the closing stage of the tar-distillation process, 
the distiller will do well to take note of 
Professor Lunge’s advice, p. 126, 1. 23, 4 
seg. In vertain works we are acquainted with, i¢ 
was once usual toemploy merely a straight piece 
of lin. iron piping, and, without any preliminary 
superheating or drying, steam was directly in- 
troduced into the tar-still at the close of the pro- 
cess. No explosions ever occurred, but the ques- 
tion remains unsolved, how nearly the danger 
may frequently have been approached, and the 
fact that explosions have occurred elsewhere is 
sufficient fully to warrant the word of caution 
and advice Professor Lunge gives. The attention 
of those individuals who are members of our 
Township Highway Committees and Local 
Boards may be directed to Chapter V., pages 143 
to 146, where details are given for mixtures for 
asphalting foot-paths and roads, and the best 
way of carrying out the process. That the ser- 
vantsemployed in this process in many of our 
towns signally fail therein will probably be a 
statement possessing no special novelty to many 
of our readers, the ground so treated in sundry 
localities under a hot sun acquiring certain of 
the characteristics of a quag, and a very object 
fonable one, instead of remaining a solid floor! 
As a model of asphalt work for foot and roadway 
we may just call the attention of any of our 
readers who occasionally visit Germany 
to the footway over the newer bridge 
at Heidelberg, spanning the Neckar. In 
the hottest weather this remains solid and 
firm and neithercrack or split in cold weather: 
Page 163, lines 1 to6: Professor Lunge does good 
service in drawing attention to the doubtfulness 
of a process here referred to. Tar is distilled to 
hard pitch, and then heavy petroleum residues, 
of course containing much paraffin, are run into 
the still, and the distillation is then proceeded 
with. Anthracene, otherwise left with the pitch, 
is thus brought over with the petroleum oils, and 
of course together with paraffin. The paraffin 
is to be removed by hot pressing. The reader 
will obtain a clear conception of the fallacy of 
such a proceeding by glancing through the arti- 
cle on “Anthracene,” in Vol. Il. of Allen’s work 
on “Commercial Organic Analysis,’ reviewed in 
the July number of this Journal, page 282. Page 
213, lines 1 to 7, indicates that Professor Lunge’s 
new book is even more needed in America than 
in England. Page 220, lines 4 to 18: The reason 
alleged as the ground of objection in Lancashire 
to the use of sulphuric acid made from pyrites, 
for the manufacture of ammonium sulphate, 
does not seem to us due to an unfounded 
prejudice, as Professor Lunge seems to think. 
It is that such acid contains arsenic. This 
becomes precipitated as -ulphide, and is fished 
out of the leaden tank along with the sul- 
phate, to which it adheres. [See also page 325, 
line 16, of this work, e¢ seg., which does not point 
the unfounded prejudice.] Some buyers of sul- 
phate prefer it white, just as all buyers of caustic 
soda prefer that article white, but the former 
have some ground at least of complaint when 
the discoloration is due to sulphide of arsenic. 
With reference to the objection to the use of hy- 
drockloric acid to set free the crude carbolic 
acid from its soda solutions, this was made by 
no less a veteran in the carbolic acid manufac- 
ture than Mr. Charles Lowe, and his objection, 
we believe, as that of the first manufacturer in 
the world of this article, is deserving of all re- 
spect. The whole explanation of the different 
experience of Mr. Lowe, and that of the German 
manufacturers Professor Lunge mentions, rests 
probably on the tact that Mr. Lowe’s apparatus 
is constructed and arranged only for working 
crude carbolic acid uncontaminated with the 
impurities named, whereas the German makers 
have, from the first, used themselves to work 
with a crude acid liberated by means of hydro- 
chloric acid, and have overcome the difficulty 
mentioned by Mr. Lowe by means of some sim- 
ple arrangement or appliance just as easily 
adopted by Mr. Lowe himself if he cared toalter 
his plant, set up for one style of working, to suit 
the wish of, say, a single enterprising tar-distil- 
ler who desired to adopt hydrochloric acld in- 
stead of sulphuric. Probably in a tar distillery, 
where also the crude carbolic acid is purified, 
and the best white phenol prepared, the employ 
ment of the cheaper hydrochloric acid would 
soon be adopted, for here interest through- 
out would be identical. Page 240, Fig. 
45: This kind of safety valve, at least for 
English workmen, might be a source of danger. 
Our experience with this class,of men has proved 
to us that, as a rule, their tendency is to work in 
a groove, and not easily to adapt themselves to 
any special innovation attempted out of this 
particular groove. Now the lid represented in 
Fig. 45 of Prof. Lunge’s work is to be screwed 
down partially, just inthe precisely similar way 
tothat in which most still-manhole lids are 
screwed down perfectly tight. We fear the ten- 
dency to keep to the old groove. and tighten 
everything up of the appearance and nature of a 
manhole lid, with a man tired or slightly the 
worse for drink, might at least, sometimes pre- 
vail, and what wou'd be a safety-valve would 
then become a source of danger in the present 
case. We have foundthe simplest and surest 
arrangement to be a simple hole bored in the top 
of any still in which dangerous pressures may 
arise through stoppages, this hole being merely 































































Madagascar Drugs.

LEAVES AND FLOWERS. 

Famamo, Mundulia Telfairii, Boj.—This drug 
consists of leaflets, mostly detached from their 
rachis, which bears scars of having borne four 
or five opposite pairs of leaflets. The leaflets are 
entire, slightly unequal at the base, about the 
size and shape of Tinnivelly senna, but more 
rigid and with many slender lateral veins placed 
at a very acute angle to the midrid. They have 
no odor; they taste somewhat like senna, but 
have an acrid after-taste. The young twigs are 
woody, with a pale brown bark having darker 
longitudinal stripes. 

Fanjanonandra,—This drug consists of the leafy 
shoots of Anthospermum plicatum, H. B., a heath- 
like rubiaceous undershrub. The leaves are 
opposite, about % inch long, a line in breadth, 
decurrent and having opposite subulate stipules 
When examined with a lens they are seen tohave 
two lines at the back, which indicate the three 
close longitudinal plaits of the leaf, more easily 
seen On transverse section. Under a coddington 
lens the leaf is seen to be studded with minute 
immersed oil glands. The taste is very bitter 
and aromatic, but not perceptibly astringent, 
and any hemostatic power it possesses is prob- 
ably owing to its essential oil. The Malagasy 
name means “ stoppage of blood,” and the drug 
is used for that purpose. 

Haronga.—This consists of the leaves or twigs 
of theHaronga Madagascariensis, Choisy (Hyperi- 
cacez). The leaves are opposite, smooth, short- 
stalked, oblong, entire, with prominent veins 
underneath, which are placed at almost a right 
angle to the midrib. The taste is very astrin- 
gent. In Magagascar the leaves are used, as 
well as those of the Harongana kelifodia (Psi- 
dium pomiferum), In diarrhoea and dysentry. In 
Mauritiuse the yellow juice which flows from the 
incised stems is used as an application to ring- 
worm and a skin disease called Tampane, 

Nifin Akanga.—(Commelyna Madagascariensis)— 
Bracts, heart-shaped, seven-veined, enelosing 
small blue flowers more conspicuous than the 
linear subdulate leaves, Used in malarial dis- 
eases and as an application to recent sores, but 
possesses no marked taste or odor. 

Rambiazana,—The leaves are alternate, narrow- 
ly obleanceolate. entire, with three principal 
veins; about 1 to 2 inches long and 4 to \& inch 
broad, tapering much below, the leaves and 
stems being densely covered with down, which 
on the veins and stem is of a yellowish tint. 
The taste is aromatic and slightly bitter. The 
flowers are minute and in small corymbs, and 
apparently belong to the Composite, and so far 
as can be judged from the imperfect material, 
an undescribed species of Vernonia, The 
plant is said to be emetic and expectorant. 

Sangan (Sangan andivolahy).—This consists of 
the flowers and unilateral flower-spikes of Hyptis 
pectinata, Poit. (Labiate), an undershrub grow- 
ing 6 or 7 feet high. The dried florets, which are 
not much larger than those of santonica, have a 
very bitter, slightly aromatic taste, resembling 
that of white horehound, for which it might per- 
haps form a substitute in Madagascar. 

Hanidraisoa.—The leafy twigs of ApAloia thea- 
JSormis, Benth. (Flacourtiacex). It is known to 
possess emetic properties. This plant is also 
called Voa-fotsy, and is said to be used in stran- 
guary or suppression of urine, in which emetics 
are known to be useful, probably by reflex 
action; also in dropsy and gonorrh@a, 

The leaves are slightly bitter and astringent, 
and have a flavor like that of tea. They are 
ovate, leathery, smooth, % to 3 ‘nches long, 
shortly stalked and serrate in the upper half. 

Teiavaramonina.—Leayes hispid, scabrous, ores

Tanantannama-fotsy (Curcas purgans, L.)—The 
seeds of this plant are well known to possess pur? 
gativée and emetic properties. In Madagascar it 
is, however, chiefly used externally as a hemos” 
tatic, a practice which is not unknown in India, 
where the milky juice is applied to wounds ana 
n drying covers them with a varnish like col 
lodin (Pharm. Journ. [3], v. 1028; vii, 730). 
The hemostatic yroperty of the plant probably 
deserves more attention than it has hitherto re- 
ceived. 

Tanantana-manga (Ricinus communis, L.)—The 
seeds of the Madagascar plant are very small, 
being only about 5 or 6 lines long and 3 broad; 
they have a grayishtint. The oil is obtained from 
the seeds by boiling them. 

Tanterakala (Embelia micrantha, A\p.—These 
fruits are about the size of a red currant or 
black pepper. They have a_ wrinkled 
reddish-black husk or skin, which, when 
removed, is found to contain a _ single 
seed, which like others of the genus is readi'y 
distinguished by being marked with white dots 
formed apparently by the infolding of the endo- 
pleura into the horny aib"men; the lower half of 
the seed has a cup-shaped cavity. The taste is 
slightly acrid or pungent. The Madagasear 
fruit is given for worms, the wood of the sh.ub 
being administered asatonic. In the Mauritius, 
where it is called Liane Poilly,* after M. Grillot 
Poilly, who made known its value in nephritis, of 
which he was cured by a native by means of a 
decoction of that plant. 

The fruits of another species, Z. Rides, Burm., 
are used in India as a remedy for the tapeworm, 
in the dose of a teaspoonful fora child and a 
dessertspoonful for an adult twice a day, and ac- 
cording to Dr. Dymock with success, the worm 
being expelled dead (Pharm. Journ., [3], vii., p.3; 
Dutt, ‘Hind. Mat. Med.,’ »». 183). 

Vatolalaka.--The gray seeds of Casalpinia Bon- 

- ducella, Roxb., used by natives as parurient and 
emetic. In the Mauritius the leaves and seed of 
this plant are used for gonorrhea ard allied dis- 
eases, and the seeds powdered and mixed with 
pepper are used asa febrifuge. The Mauritius 
namet is “Sogar gota,” and the French “Cad- 
oque” (Bouton, ‘Fl. Med. de Maurice,’ p. 43) 
This author appears to have followed Bojer in 
confounding this species with C. Bonduc, which 
hus yellow seeds. , 

The dose used in Madagascar for promoting ex- 
pulsion of the placenta is the kernel of one seed, 
scraped and drunk in water. 

Veraka.—The fruits uf Schrebera Golungensis 
Baker. These are fig-shaped, woody. avout 14 
inch long, and % inch broad in the widest part, 
dehiscing loculicidally into two valves, the dis- 
sepiments remaining attached to the valves. 
They have neither taste nor odor, and unless 
the seeds, which are not present, possess some 
marked properties, it is difficult to understand 
how the fruit can be of any service in dyspepsia 
or malarial diseases, for which, according to Dr. 
Parker, it is used, as well as for abscess. 

Voantamenaka-vavy.— Quisgualis species. The 
drag consists of the fruit. which differs from that 
of Quisquatis indica. L., in having a short stalk 14 
inch long, in its more oval or globular shape, not 
tapering gradually towards the end, and in its 
pale brown color, 

It is stated by Dr. Parker (p. 669) to be used for 
flat worms of different kinds. For this purpose it

DUTY ON SODA AND SELTZER WATER. 


The importers of certain soda and seltzer waters 
by the “Illinois”? into Philadelphia appealed 
from the decision of the collector of that port 
assessing 3 cents per bottle and 25 per cent. ad- 
valorum duty thereon. Tie customs authorities 
at New York decide, however, that the waters 
are artificial mineral waters, and ‘he Department 
affirms the action of the collector at Philadelphia. 
[Decisions of 1882—5,325.] 

DUTY ON CHERRY-JUICE. 

Certain imports of cherry-juice into this port, 
per “Salier’’ from Bremen, were found to con- 
tain alcohol in sufficient proportions to make it 
the component of chief value. But fruit-juice 
being specifically named in Schedule M, in view 
of the recent decisions on the she lac varn'‘sh 
case, that a specific provision was paramount to 
any general provision, the Department instructs 
the collector to levy a duty of 25 per cent. ad 
valorum under the provision in Schedule M. [De- 
cisions of 1882, 5,326 ] 

DUTY ON FANCY ARTICLES. 

The departments «pinion in the decision of the 
Collector at this port ;in assessing duty at the 
rate of 50 and 60 per cent. on certain fancy 
articles imported by the Cily of Brussels, which 
the importers claimed should be entered at 35 
per cent. under the provisions of schedule M, 
for card cases, pocket books. etc. The appraiser 
states that the goods were fancy boxes, in the 
shape of birds, baskets, etc. of which silk is the 
component of chief value, and manufactures of 
artificial flower, they consisting of paper boxes, 
baskets and pots, studded with flowers which 
were the chief featnre of the goods. The Coilec 
tor therefore assessed duties as stated. [Deci- 
sions of 1882- 5:!49.] 

DUTY ON BLACK SALTS. 

Certain so-called “black sa'ts” imported per 
Switzerland are found by examination to be sim- 
ilar to impure carbonate of potash, but would 
require a further process of manufacture before 
they could be considered pearl-ash, or used for 
the same purposes as pearl-ash. The Department 
therefure declares the article to be dutiable at 20 
per cent. ad valurem, as an unenumerated man- 
ufactured article. [Decisions of 1&8 ?—5354. 

DUTY ON MEDICATED WINES. 

Certain medicated wines imported into San 
Francisco are found to contain 56 per cent. by 
volume, of absolute alc_hol, and are assesse1 at 
the rate of $2 per proof gallon, instead of at 40 
per cent, as a medicinal preparation not other- 
wise provided for. [Decisions 1882—5357. 


CHINA STONE DUTIABLE AS CHINA CLAY. 


Certain so-called china stone imported into 
this port by the Eugenie, April 24, 1882, claimed 
by the importers to be a natural rock analogous 
to feldspar ground fine, and as such dutiable at 
20 per cent. as an unenumerated manufactured 
article. The appraiser devided the article tu so 
nearly resemble China clay as to be dutiable as 
such and the Collector assesxed $5 per ton, which 
is affirmed by the Department. [Decisions 1882 


5367.) 





DUTY ON SPRUCE BEER. 

Certain “Dantzig” Spruce beer or malt extract 
imported per Switzeriand, May 13, 188”. was 
classified by the appraiser as a proprietary medi- 
cine and made dutiable as such at 50 per cent. 
On an appeal the Department decides that it isa 
beer and not similar to Hoffs’ Malt Extract in its 
source of manufacture or its physical and chem- 
ical properties, and is dutiable at 20 per cent. as 


beer. [Decisions 1882—5372.] 




























































WHITING AND PARIS WHITE. 
Certain so-called pr pared chalk imported into 
this port by the Thingvalla, Dec. 24, 1881, was 
assessed at Lcent per pound The material was 
on examination by the appraiser pronounced a 
fine quality of whiting for gilders’ use, aud the 
deci ion of the Collector was affirmed on appeal 
to the Department. [Decisions of 1882—5374.]
